“ I suppose I’m very foolish to be giving 
my impressions, Archer.

“ No, I don’t. Archer. Let’s talk of 
something else. I am a stranger in New 
York, as you are aware, so far a3 society is 
concerned. Are there any potables here ? 

If I am to make 
my home here, I might as well begin my 
ocular acquaintance.” 
“ There arc a number of well-known per­ 
sons in the room to-night. The company 
is rather mixed ; for our host is a poli-, 
tician, as you know, and cannot afford to 
be very exclusive. Northrup is a thorough 
gentleman himself, a man of very fastidi­ 
ous taste ; but he loves popularity, aud 
has to pretend to like persons that he must 
secretly despise.

“ Who is the man promenading in the 
music room with the lady in a lavender 
silk ?” 
“ James Rivers, known as a rising jour­ 
nalist—did you ever meet a risen journal­ 
ist ?—one of the fourth-page writers for 
the Harbinger. 
“ The lady in lavender is the daughter 
of our host, Miss Ehse Northrup, a des­ 
perate flirt, it is said, and certainly pic­ 
turesque, though looking as if she had been 
grandly ’ got-up ’ for this special occasion. 
I am told that she is very clever ; that she 
writes graceful verses, but has too much 
udgmont to publish them, which is greatly 
in her favor. 
“ The black-haired girl, with olive com­ 
plexion and color in her cheeks, is Miss 
Ruth Grayson. That is her father—he is 
a widower—on the other side of the room, 
glancing toward her admiringly. She is a 
feminine philosopher, who reads the classics 
and holds that women lack individuality 
and independence of character. Most men 
are afraid of her ; and I don’t wonder, for 
she quotes Greek and Latin, and she isn’t 
a Bostonian either. 
“ The man who just nodded to her is Nor­ 
man Kinmont, a literary sort of person. 
He is continually talking about writing; 
but I am not aware that he has ever 
printed anything. He has a pecuniary in­ 
dependence, I believe, and can afford, 
therefore, to be literary. 
A degree of 
starvation seems to be necessary to author­ 
ship. Probably the brain never gets full, 
save when the stomach is empty. A good 
dinner must hinder inspiration. Give me 
the good dinner, and blast the inspiration. 
Being a physician, I regard things materi­ 
ally ; but all happiness is material. 
“ Yardley and I—are you acquainted 
with Yardley ? that’s he leaning on the 
piano—agree pretty well on these subjects. 
He is seven or eight years older than my­ 
self, and has seen more of the world. We 
went up the Nile together six winters ago, 
and we had plenty of time to exchange 
ideas on that frightfully lazy voyage. 
Yardley has ample leisure to observe and 


study. He assumes to be a business man.

dry goods importers in Church street; but 
he is seldom seen in the counting-room. A 
wealthy bachelor uncle, whose heir he ex­ 
pects to be, put a lot of money in the firm 
in his name. Híb partners do not, I fancy, 
expect him to do much. He is known as 
the ornamental member of the house ; he 
is bright and decidedly showy. Aren’t his 
brown hair and reddish whiskers mag­ 
nificently arranged ? And did you ever see 
a dress coat and trousers fit better ? The 
tails of his coat hang ideally. His clothes 
have made the fortune of his Fifth-avenue 
tailors. Pall Mall swells now send orders 
to them. After alt, there are no tailors 
like those of New York. 
“ I want to introduce you to my friends, 
especially to those I have pointed oat. 
They include a variety of character, and 
may entertain you at least. You mustn’t 
be too critical, Goodwin. .It is a bad way 
to begin life. Take the world as it comes. 
It’s a pretty poor world, I admit. If I’d 
attempted to make a world myself, I’d 
have done better, or have given up the job. 
Nature does as well as she can, doubtless ; 
but she’s limited, like everything else ; and 
we mustn’t expect too much of her. Take 
my arm, please, and we’ll go the round. 
We’ll commence with the ladies. Where’s 
Miss Royden ? O, I see her, chatting with 
Yardley. 
She’s escaped for the moment 
from her Gallic griffin.” 
Oscar Goodwin was twenty-nine — he 
looked rather old'er, perhaps, from a sober 
temperament aid a habit of reflection—and 
was a Californian in the accepted sense. 
He had not been born in the Golden State, 
but in Syracuse, New York, and had gone, 
as a child of six, with his father, than three 
years a widower, to the Pacific coast in 
1S58. The elder Goodwin was a genuine 
American. He had been educated at a 
country academy ; he was a man of good 
mind and excessive energy, but lacking 
somewhat in stability.

The two

Alone in the world with his boy, Ed­ 
ward Goodwin resolved to go to California 
as a new land of promise. He had varied 
fortunes there; made money again and 
again, and lost i t ; was by turns merchant, 
lawyer, journalist, peddler, miner, specu­ 
lator, and finally again became a merchant 
in Sacramento. By fortunate speculations 
in grant lands, by rapid turning of his 
means, and by seizing upon the advantages 
afforded by that era when agriculture in 
the Golden State began to feel the impetus 
that subsequently made it the chief indus­ 
try of the coast, he made half a million in 
his varied operations. Once more turning 
his attention to mines, he was direct­ 
ing the work of one of them in the 
Sierra range, when he interfered, being 
naturally chivalrous, to protect the mis­ 
tress of a notorious Irish desperado, who 
had already knocked her down. He was 
unarmed ; but in the passionate indigna­ 
tion of the moment, he struck the fellow 
in the face, aud was shot dead with a re­ 
volver in the hands of the cowardly ruf­ 
fian. The rough but justice loving miners 
gave a short shrift and a long rope to the 
Irishman, aud a thousand dollars in gold 
dust to the poor woman, and sent her to 
San Francisco. 
Oscar was then thirteea. Friends inter­ 
ested themselves in the boy, to whom the 
paternal estate secured §50,000, which was 
securely invested. He left the California 
metropolis not long after, and entered Har­ 
vard University. Having been graduated 
with honors at nineteen, he spent tome 
time in traveling through his own country, 
and then decided to study in Germany, 
not so much, perhaps, from a love of learn­ 
ing as from a sense of uncertainty respect­ 
ing tho profession or pursuit he should 
adopt. He spent a year at Bonn, and 
went afterward to Berlin, where he learned, 
he said, more of human nature than of 
science or philosophy. Still undecided as 
to his future, he lounged for years about 
Enrope ; visited the Far E ast; twice cir­ 
cumnavigated the globe, and finally re- 
Bolved to return to his native land and fit 
himself for the law, for which he had made 
various general studies abroad. 
He had made the acquaintance in Taris 
of Dr. Charles Archer, who claimed to be 
attending medical lectures there, and sub­ 
sequently Eawa good deal of him in Vienna 
and Switzerland. Archer had unquestion­

If 
it be so with you, how will it be with your 
creditors, the small ones, who can’t afford 
to go without their money Í” 
“ I have no small creditors ; I take care 
of that. I make it a rule to pay the little 
amounts. The persons I owe are more or 
less prosperous ; they wouldn’t suffer if I 
should never pay them." 
“ But does that change the character of 
your obligation, Archer?” 
“ Net a whit. I am less uncomfortable, 
however, when I reflect on the matter.

I have an exceeding admiration 
for my profession; the profession is far 
above "most of those who follow it. Not 
one man in a multitude is sufficiently 
gifted, noble, generous and judicial to be 
what a journalist should be. I am daily 
disgusted with the fellows who try to play 
Jupiter and Olympus merely because they 
happen to control a press with a few fonts 
of type. They arrogate to themselves as 
a right what is really a privilege, conceded 
to them by the People. To a certain ex­ 
tent the press in this country is s des­ 
potism, but a despotism of the popular 
kind. Without an intelligent People be­ 
hind it, it would be, as indeed it some­ 
times is, a pander and a parasite.” 
“ Don’t you think,” questioned Good­ 
win, “ that the American press is, as a 
whole, inclined to be licentious ?” 
“ Undeniably. Defective as it still is in 
many respects, I have faith in its future 
because it has improved so prodigiously in 
the past. It is better that the freedom of 
thé press should run into license than that 
it should be shackled.” 
" I agree with you,” said Archer. “ It 
is easier to correct license than to break 
shackles.” 
“ May I venture the opinion,” asked 
Goodwin, 
“ that you strike me, Mr. 
Rivers, as an extraordinary journalist ?” 
“ I don’t know why I should.” 
“ Because you are so different from the 
members of your profession whom I have 
gene-rally met.”

Miss Grayson. “ I hate novels; but I 
adore solid literature.” 
“ Does it contain anything about duty ?”

“ But no love-making, no marriages at 
the end, no descriptions of fine scenery or 
pretty women ?”

“ You would not think so if you could 
read it, Miss Northrup. 
1 believe you

1 I am ignorant of the Bubject. Aud 
egotism isn’t pleasant.” 
“ It depends upon the egotist. Nothin" 
is so agreeable as to hear what persons óf 
mind and heart really think and feel. If 
a fine woman would unbosom herself, her 
speech would be fascination. Why is it, I 
wonder, that women are so prone to say 
everything but what they feel ?” 
“ Because they feel what they dare not 
say?” 
" 
“ Why and what do they fear?” 
“ Their instinct tells them that men will 
misunderstand them. 
They are aware, 
too, that men would disapprove of their 
feelings, if their feelings were expressed, 
Consequently they hide their real nature, 
substitute conventionality for it, and ap­ 
pear to be the conventional creatures that 
they are not.” 
“ Is this real or conventional?” 
“ Real, It is real because I feel that 
you will not understand me.” 
“ We men often say that women can 
never tell the truth. We are mistaken, 
aren’t we?” 
“ Yes, and no. Women tel! the truth 
when they feel that they can afford to. 
They are truthful when sympathy calls for 
truth. The reason so many men fail to get 
the truth from women is that they arc not 
worthy to hear it.” 
“ But would all women, Miss Royden, 
be truthful under the most favoring con­ 
ditions ?” 
“ Not more so than men. When I speak 
of women, I mean women of the better, at 
least of the higher sort." 
“ Women are not all alike then, as Mr, 
Yardley intimates.” 
_ “ Many are alike, Mr. Goodwin ; there 
is a marked similarity in the mass every­ 
where. But as you ascend, unlikeness be­ 
gins. One of man’s greatest mistakes 
comes from his measuring all women by 
the same standard. Some are influenced 
by selfish considerations alone ; ethers by 
duty."

“ \ ou appear to be concerned about 
duty, Miss Royden.” 
" Í am, very much, though I may not 
practice it. Duty is the highest thing in 
life. Nothing can compensate us for fail­ 
ure to do our duty. Discharge of duty is 
the one satisfaction that lasts.”

They forget that there 
is a duty they owe to themselves.” 
“ An enticing phrase for selfishness, is it 
not, Mr. Goodwin ?” 
“ Not at all. Sense of duty may readily 
be discovered. Conscientiousness tends to 
the morbid. Women of the better sort, as 
you justly call them, are continually 
wreeking their happiness from a miscon­ 
ception of duty, and wrecking it, too, for 
persons unworthy of any sacrifice.” 
“ Who is to be the judge of that ?” 
“ Certainly not the maker of the sacrifice. 
American women are particularly addicted 
to immolating themselves on the altar of 
duty. In the name of duty, they wreck 
their lives for fathers, brothers, husbands, 
sisters, friends, who are mean and selfish 
enough to allow it, and who, often, axe 
not benefited either by the wreck. Most 
of our women need to be encouraged to 
pursue a wholesome course of selfishness. 
This should be a part of their early educa­ 
tion. It irritates me to think of such 
misguided women.” 
" But are they misguided, Mr. Goodwin ? 
Whether they are or not, they must be the 
greatest sufferers. 
It seems to me they 
ought to be pitied.” 
Here the impressive mulatto announced 
the Count de Barignes, and that persoD, in 
faultless evening costume, stepped under 
the embroidered portiere into the drawing­ 
room. lie was almost oppressively polite 
in his greeting to Goodwin, who could not 
help thinking that his visit at so late an 
hour—it was after ten o’clock—indicated 
the intimate terms on which he stood with 
the household.

When Goodwin took his departure Mar­ 
garet invited him to call again ; but he left 
the Count there, and, as he imagined, with a 
smile of triumph on his face.

Iu the conree of an extensive reading in G er­ 
m an history he m ade m any cotes of L uther 
and hU tim es, and out of them has grown 
this m odest volume. There is plenty of room 
for discussion w ith M r. Treadwell as to the 
m atter put forth and the thoughts he ex­ 
presses, but he disarm s the critic by the evi­ 
dence his work bears of being the candid 
views of a very earnest student who has 
passed by long disquisitions and lengthy con­ 
troversies, and m ade a concise essay in which 
be has treated L uther as he views him on the 
historic page, and from the standpoint th at 
the principles of M artin L uther are the fun­ 
dam ental principles of our A m erican Repub­ 
lic. Thus much m ust be said : M r. T read­ 
well is not a dogm atist; he has been fairly 
im partial, and has left the aicities of chronol­ 
ogy to dwell upon the principles which actu­ 
ated one of the most remarkable of men— 
a m an of moet marked energy, th9 man who 
was in the lead always and who set the world 
the example of self-thinking and rebellion 
against the schoola who before Luther stood 
in amazement “to see individuals wielding 
the weapons hitherto exclusively their own.”

Mrs. Spofford has in this small volume 
given us a very interesting and thoughtful 
monograph on the nature of service, the 
causes of complaint concerning servant girls, 
the false sentimentality entertained by some 
relative to the word “ servant,” as applied to 
cook or chambermaid; the pity, prose and 
poetry of the kitchen, etc. Her conclusion 
is a radical one, that if the white servant 
girls, and mainly the Irish girls, will give the 
American housewife no rest on the “ service” 
question, she will turn to the Chinaman and 
give him the places throughout the land, as 
well as in California, which properly belongs 
to the girls who should not be afraid to work, 
not afraid of domestic service, and who now 
overcrowd factories and places for which they 
are not so well fitted. In fact Mrs. Spofford 
inclines to favor the Chinaman for a “ domes­ 
tic,” aud through the mouth of tha “ house­ 
wife” enters iuto a defense of him to that 
end. Perhaps Mrs. S. might change her 
views if she lived th¡3 side of the Sierras, and 
heard both sides of the story about "John.”

To those who have a desire to read of lands 
and people concerning which comparatively 
little is written; lands but little visited by 
travelers, and people who have small attrac­ 
tion for the tourist, this gossipy book will 
prove a pleasure. For with all its chat and 
rapidity of recital it introduces many a 
strange and romantic story, and with ail its 
sight-seeing takes its readers into the homes 
of the Scandinavians as well as their public 
place?. The lady is of an observant nature ; 
she possesses the rare quality of seeing well, 
and of valuing details. She went into Nor­ 
way not only for pleasure, but to learn new 
things in that tar northern clime, and to see 
the people as they are, and in this book she 
plainly, frankly gives her views and records 
her impressions.

This collection of wise, witty and odd re­ 
marks end comments by the famons judges, 
the groat lawyers, and the law reporters, will 
ba found exceedingly amusing and instruct­ 
ive, not only to the legal profession, but to the 
general reader. Mr. Heard evidently has an 
intimate and peculiar knowledge of English 
Courts and Court reporters. The volume 
embraces 192 pages and has over 400 anec­ 
dotes, not one of which is dull. We append 
a few of the witty things of briefer form: 
Henry Hunt, the famous demagogue, having been 
brought up to receive sentence upon a conviction 
f r holding a seditious meeting, began his address 
in mitigation of punishment by complaining of 
certain persons who had accused him of “ stirring 
up the people by dangerous eloquence.” Lord 
Elienburougb, C. J. (in a very mild tone) : *• My lm 
partiality as a Judge calls upon me to say, sir, that, 
in accjsing you of that, they do you great in 
justice."

This is one c.f BjornEou’s earlier tales of 
life in Noreeland. It is an exceedingly simple 
gtoiy, involving the loves of two peasants, 
with a happy termination. “ Arne” wss 
written in 185S, a year later than “ Synnove 
Salbakken.” It Í3 not so strong a story as 
the Utter, nor is it Bjornson’s least effective 
effort. It is indeed an average example of 
his love stories, and finds its chief merit in 
the songs introduced, which have melodies 
composed by Bjornson’s brilliant cousin, 
Rikarei Nordraak, who died in 1SG5. Pro­ 
fessor Anderson is an admirable translator, 
and no other one has ever put into English so 
much of the warmth and beauty of the text 
for which Bjornson is justly famons in mod­ 
ern literature, especially in that fair land that 
lies beneath the eternal Bnow and unsetting 
sun.

This little work, bearing a splendid por­ 
trait of the late President, is a collection of 
suggestive passages from the public and pri­ 
vate writings and utterances of Garfield.

These 
pages are an index to the depth of the mind 
of Garfield, of his wit and his wisdom, and 
cannot foil to find an abiding place in the 
hearts of the American people. A brief 
memoir precedes the compilation, which has 
extracts touching nearly seven hundred dis­ 
tinct subjects.

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fMALE FASHIONS SIXTY YEARS AGO. ' 
Relative to the fashions in costume prev­ 
alent sixty years ago our author has much 
to say, although he ¡3 naturally more com­ 
municative about the dress of his own sex 
than as to the attire of ladies. Of one 
British matron, reproached witlt being 
“ clad in everything from France,” he 
writes that she was “ covered with folds 
of drapery, circles of ribbons and tucks, 
tier ove» tier of flounces, and quillings of 
lace and puffings of all sorts,” in the 
directly opposite extreme to the flimsy gar­ 
ments worn a few years before, when 
women appeared as though they were sewn 
up in tight bags. 
Generally the ladies 
seem to have been much ornamented and 
feathered, wearing nodding plumes, such 
as are still favored at royal drawing-rooms; 
much frilled and furbelowed ; bat in­ 
stances are found of a style of “ af­ 
fected 
simplicity.” 
One 
lady 
of 
peculiarly substantial 
proportions is 
described as 
being habited all in 
white ; her hair flat on the top and falling 
in ringlets, after the manner seen in 
Greek statuary ; “ her neck and shoulders 
much exposed ; her arms bare nearly to the 
shoulders, with gloves wrinkled and thrust 
down almost to the wrists ; bracelets over 
them, and with white satin shoes, laced np 
a pillar of colossal appearance, with such a 
foot for a base as might have supported a 
statue of Minerva.” Male fashions are 
more minutely discussed. The dandies of 
1S20 wore stays, and affected exceeding ef­ 
feminacy of appearance. The gentlemen 
were charged with trenching upon the 
petticoats, paints, stays, starched handker­ 
chiefs and pouting-pigeon bosoms of the la­ 
dies. 
While certain masculine dames 
promenaded the streets in kilts instead of 
petticoats, or cased their ankles in Turkish 
trousers, “ their heads representing either 
‘ kiss me if you can ’ by a penthouse of 
terrific projection, or ‘ kiss me if you 
dare ’ by an impudent exposure of a 
highly-colored cheek and a proud, impu­ 
dent air,” the dandy proffered himself as a 
being of doubtful gender, a figure in whale­ 
bone, a5 thin as a lath, with pale-blue, un­ 
meaning eyes ; so laced up and pinched in 
that he could not stoop to pick up his hand­ 
kerchief, if he chanced to drop it ; with 
trousers so wide and loose that they resem­ 
bled petticoats ; with a painted face look­ 
ing over a wall of starch and muslin, a 
patch at the corner of his mouth, a flower 
between his lips, his hair crested over his 
forehead like the feathers of a Friesland 
hen, and a gold chain and quizzing-glass 
dangling from a neck long as a gander. He 
lisped, ogled and drawled ; he smelt like 
a civet cat; he was all affectation, 
vacant stare, “hectic cough, discon­ 
tent, 
expense, 
delicacy, 
and 
inu­ 
tility.” The author’s “ young cousin 
in the guards” was understood to 
order a new coat monthly, and some 
novelty in the way of a waistcoat weekly. 
He was possessed of an exceeding variety 
of overcoats, driving-coats, tuniques, mili­ 
tary great coats, night-cloaks, tartaus and 
pelisses. The fashions were set and tempta­ 
tions to expense placed before the elegants 
in town by a trade combination or junto 
of tailors, who frequently made their cus­ 
tomers appear in a very ridiculous light. 
One day it was ruled that every back 
should be as broad as an Irish chairman’s, 
and the shoulders bolstered up to imitate 
a hodman’s ; on the morrow men were to 
be flat, squeezed at the waist like hour­ 
glasses, or laced up to resemble ear-wigs. 
Occasionally the whole town was made 
pigeon-breasted or martin-tailed. Skirts 
now dangled in the dust, and now 
vanished altogether, leaving a mere 
shell-jacket behind them. One day all was 
starch ; the next, all were men in buck­ 
ram. A distinguished exquisite appears 
padded all over ; a little later, and all the 
other foplings are walking pincushions. 
"A prince requires confinements in his 
limbs, and all his subjects are immediately 
restrained within the same limits.” Now 
a long “ bang-up box-coat ” with a dozen 
capes is the vogue, and now a single­ 
breasted hunting-frock, or the curtailed 
garment known as a spencer. The tailor 
wielded absolute power, and made the 
man, although there was often danger, 
“ betwixt the 
long skirts of his 
great-coat, 
fur 
embroidery, 
tassels, 
olivet buttons, 
pigeon 
breast 
and 
pale face” of the decent young man’s 
being mietaken for a very indecent young 
woman. “ We are more regarded for our 
coats than for our characters,” sighs our 
hermit in London; “ and if a man be not 
m the last fashion, he must content himself 
with holding the last place in the beau 
monde.” And he relates how the late 
Colonel M------, dying of a wound received 
in a duel he had provc-ked by his own in­ 
solence, expressed regret for his conduct, 
and assured his second that ha had not 
t?ken his antagonist for a gentleman until 
it was too late, “ merely on account of hia 
having on a coat of last year’s fashion.”—

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An Important Convention—The State Vit- 
lcultural Meeting and Grape-Vine 
Pests—The North Winds—Etc. 


Tha State Horticultural Commission has 
ordered its President, C. H. Dwinelle, to call 
a State Convention ot fruit-grower?, shippers, 
packers, nurserymen and others interested in 
horticulture in California, for the purpose of 
consultation and discussion of the most prac­ 
tical means of exterminating the insect pests 
now infesting the orchards and gardens of 
tha State, and Buch other subjects as may be 
introduced for the improvement of the fruit­ 
growing industries of California. The use 
of the State Senate chamber in the State 
Capitol at Sacramento has been secured, and 
such Convention will be held in the same, to 
commence on Tuesday, the Gth day of De­ 
cember next, at 10 o’clock a. m., and to con­ 
tinue two days or more. The Central Pacific 
Railroad Company has agreed to issue ticket? 
to and from Sacramento at all their BtatioBS 
in the State to parties desiring to attend such 
Convention, at a two-third rate of fare 
—such tickets to be good from the 5th of De­ 
cember te and including the 12th of the same 
month. It is proposed that this shall 
be a practical 
and useful meeting 
of all 
interested 
in 
one 
of 
the 
important and valuable industries of the 
State, and all who have had success in exter­ 
minating insects from their orchards or gar­ 
dens are especially invited to be present, 
prepared to impart to the Convention in a 
practical way the information they have ob­ 
tained. To obtain and make public facts in 
regard to what insects are doing damage to 
orchards and gardens, and as to what has 
been done, and how it has been done, to get 
rid of these insects, is among the chief ob­ 
jects of the Convention. The members of 
the Convention should see to it that 
this object is fully carried out in a plain, bus­ 
iness-like way, and when this has been done, 
and not till then, should other matters be 
taken up for consideration. The two days to 
be occupied by the Convention will, however, 
probably give time for other horticultural 
matters to be cotsidered. Among these other 
matters we would suggest the reading of short 
practical statements of individual experiences 
by experienced culturists on such depart­ 
ments of culture as they have made a spe­ 
cialty. Then we would suggest, also, similar 
statements by shippers, giving results of ex­ 
perience in packing and shipping the differ- 
erent kinds of fruit. Of course we would not 
call for the making public of any business 
secrets, but only euch statements as will con­ 
vey needed information to those raising fruit 
for the various markets. Fruit growing and 
fruit packing and shipping are parts of an im­ 
portant science or industrial art, the perfec­ 
tion of which is one cf the most important 
material interests of the State of California. 
We cannot have too much information on 
these subjects, and that information cannot 
be made too general. California is the fruit 
garden of the world, and we can make money 
in raising and supplying the world with fruit 
in its various forms of preservation. There is 
no reason for anyone to withhold from the 
public any special information he may have 
obtained by experience or otherwise, for the 
greater the general success the greater promi­ 
nence the industry will obtain and the wider 
the market and the greater the profits to 
growers and dealers in California fruits. The 
chief reason that fruits have done better or 
been more in demand and brought better 
prices for the last two years than formerly 
in this State is, that the world hes just 
learned for a certainty that we can supply 
quantities when wanted. The qualities of 
our fruit are no better than formerly, but 
dealers have learned that we produce enough 
now to pay them to come for them. The 
same way with California raisins and Cali­ 
fornia wines and brandies. We make thorn 
in quantities, and the world has found it out 
and is sending for them. Another important 
thing for this Convention to do is to see to it 
that some means be taken to obtain and pub­ 
lish to the world the amount of green, dried 
and earned fruits that have left the State 
during the past year, and the value of euch 
fruit. It would be well to have detailed 
statements of the quantities that have been 
shipped in each form from the dilferent sec­ 
tions or shipping points, and the destination 
of the tame. It would be well if some officer 
or member of the Commission would have 
this information collated and tabulated, ready 
to report to the Convention, that it might go 
out with the proceedings. We might name 
many other subjects that the Convention 
could consider through committees to ad­ 
vantage, but among so many practically well- 
informed men as are likely to get together on 
that occasion, we have no doubt the time will 
be well employed, and we will say that the 
occasion and the object should call a large 
meeting. 


The State Viticultural Meeting and Grape­ 
vine Pests, 
It is anticipated that a larger area of land 
will be planted to grape vines in the State 
this season than ever before. The phylloxera 
are already in many sections, and doing dam­ 
age to many vineyards. The mildew and 
other fungoid growth, are also doing consider­ 
able damage to vineyards. The above and 
other pests to the vine are liable to ba adher­ 
ing to cuttings offered for sale, and if cut­ 
tings are planted in a diseased state, diseased 
vineyards are sure to be the result. In view 
of these facts, and for the purpose of fore­ 
warning those intending to plant against the 
results of carelessness with respect to these 
things, the State Commission lately were 
convened in special session, to give 
public caution and warning 
against 
such 
carelessness. 
At this meeting 
which was not full, the following recom­ 
mendations were prepared to present to a 
full Board at their regular meeting to be 
held ou the 11th of November : 
“ First—That the cuttings of grapevines 
made in this State for plantations outside of 
the vineyards where made shall be required 
to be made Bolely from tha new wood of the 
preceding Reason’s growth, all old wood to be 
removed in order to prevent spreading con­ 
tagion by means of the winter egg of the 
phylloxera,which, according to the. best ento­ 
mologists, is only found on the old wood, the 
new wood being free from them. 
“ Second—That all cuttings and rooted 
vineB imported from any region or country 
outside the State shall be required to be dis­ 
infected at the place of first consignment 
within the State before distributed or plant­ 
ed ; tho method of disinfection to be at the 
option of those to whom such cuttings or 
roots are consigned ; provided, that they be 
some one of the methods which havo been 
experimented with ar.d proved efficacious by 
the Chief Exscutive Officer of the Commis­ 
sion, full details of which will be made public. 
“ Third—That all persons planting new 
vineyards within the State shall be advised 
and strongly urged to consider all cuttings 
und roots suspected, regardless of origin, and 
to thoroughly disinfect them, thereby ac­ 
complishing the destruction of all possible 
germs of in3eet pests upon them, as also 
these of fungoid diseases, which are becoming 
dangerous in all parts of the country. 
“ Fourth—That for the convenience and 
protection of all interested parties throughout 
the State, the Chief Executive Officer shall 
ba requested to appoint resident inspectors, 
a3 provided by law, for each section or region 
where vine-growers desire the same, aud upon 
their application to him for such appoint­ 
ments; application to be made by practical 
vice-2 rowers, and those intending immedi­ 
ately to plant new vineyards, directly to the 
Chief Executive Officer. Charles A. Wet- 
more, No. Ill Leidesdoríf Etreet, San Fran­ 
cisco, and also that ho shall appoint such in­ 
spectors at other points where their services 
seem positively to be required. 
"Fifth—That blank forms for certificates of 
disinfection shall be furnished to inspectors, 
and that the fees to be charged by inspectors 
for such certificates, made out in duplicate, 
shall not exceed 50 cents in each case, the 
fees and penalties in case of evasion of rules 
and seizures to be the amounts provided for 
by law. 
' ‘ Sixth—That the report of thi3 committee 
be prepared by the Chairman for publication 
without delay.” 
Those not acquainted with approved meth­ 
ods of disinfecting vines and cuttinzs will do 
well to communicate with the Chief Executive 
Officer at once, at his place of address, as given 
above. Diseased vices or cuttings once 
planted will be a source of great annoyance 
2nd expense to the owner, and by all means 
let them be disinfected before planting.

cows during the north wind season contains 
as much butter as when the milk flows more 
naturally and freely. It is a well known fact 
that cows that are compelled to undergo great 
physical exertion give milk les3 rich in butter, 
but containing more casein or cheese i roper- 
ties. Cuws that have to climb hills and 
rocky declivities, for instance, or that are 
compelled to go long distances to pasture or 
for water, make less butter but more cheeBe. 
Thus the cowsof certain countrieshive become 
famous for butter, while those of other coun­ 
tries are famous as cheese-makers. The face 
of the country, rather than the breed of the 
cows, exerts an influence on these facts, or 
rather the surface of the country stamps the 
character of the cows of that country. Why 
should not the character of the prevailing 
winds, even for a time, also exert an influ­ 
ence ou the character of the milk? 
The Barbed Wire Monopoly. 
It seems that the Washburn & Moen Man­ 
ufacturing Company have not altogether a 
clear field in their endeavors to secure a de­ 
cision in their favor on the claim of a monop­ 
oly of all valuable styles of wire fencei The 
Western farmers have formed an association 
and employed legal talent to work up the 
case on the other side, and the attorneys have 
found some very damaging points in the re­ 
issue of patents secured by or in the interest 
of the monopoly agents. It is to be hoped 
that the efforts to maintain su formidable a 
monopoly may be frustrated. No one firm 
or set of men should hold a monopoly over 
the future fence material of the world. 
Prospects of a Lato Seeding Season. 
The continued dry weather and north 
winds are shortening the seeding time for 
wheat. It will soon be December now, and 
as a rule all winter-sown grain should be in 
the ground before the 15th of that month. If 
the rains should be fine and continue favor­ 
ably for plowing and seeding till that 
date, it is impossible that half the 
grain 
intended to be sown 
should 
be in the ground before that date. 
The light crop of the past season was 
brought about for want of time after the 
rains came 
to 
sow 
in, 
and the 
same state of affairs is now threat­ 
ened. 
These late rainy seasons are 
forcible arguments in favor of summer- 
fallowing and against winter-plowing and 
sowing. The farmers are anxiously waiting 
for the rain to come and enable them to 
speed the plow.” 
FACTS FOR FARMERS. 
Blue grass improves on the same ground 
for a hundred years. 
It is estimated that not more than one 
acre of land to a farm in Vermont is planted 
to corn. 
Pigs are said to consume far more food 
in proportion to their weight than either 
sheep or oxen. 
The number of cattle reported in Texas 
for 1SS1 is 4,404,000 head, which are valued 
at §39,640,320. 
Young cows do not give as rich milk as 
those of maturer age do. A lean cow gives 
poor milk and a fat cow gives rich milk. 
Such has been the recent damage to the 
British crops that the current wheat defi­ 
ciency in the United Kingdom is estimated 
at 125,000,000 bushels. 
Celery will bear cold to a temperature of 
28 degrees without injury, but any cold 
below this will destroy its vitality, and de­ 
cay immediately follows. 
Green manuring, or the plowing in of 
green crops, is especially adapted for light, 
sandy soils, which need a humus to in­ 
crease their retentive power. 
The American wheat acreage is spread­ 
ing in advance of tho rate of increase in 
population, hence larger quantities will be 
available year by year for export# 
The potato is more productive than any 
other esculent, and one authority places 
the yield from an equal quantity of ground 
at thirty pounds of potatoes to one pound 
of wheat. 
The general opinion is that ants are en­ 
emies of fruit trees ; but it has long since 
been proved that they destroy larvie and 
chrysalides, and they do not destroy the 
fresh fruit. 
If the owner of a cow will realize the 
fact that unless she pays him in clear cash 
$44 50 yearly she is kept at a loss, he will 
soon become interested in the subject of 
the improvement of dairy cows. 
Both for its effect upon fattening and 
upon health, a small amount of leeched 
wood ashes should be given to swine. The 
food without this is rich in phosphoric, 
acid, but has little lime, and the equivalent 
should be thus supplied. 
The dependence of the farmer is to be 
more and more on stock. Stock itself and 
its products are more and more in demand, 
while the manure must be had to make 
farming successful. Success with stock, 
then, includes almost everything else. 
The soot of soft, or rather bituminous 
coal dusted upon onions when wet with 
dew is said to be a remedy for the maggot. 
The mother fly closely resembles the house 
fly. As soot is a good fertilizer nothing is 
lest by its application, even if it does not 
always destroy the maggots. It might bo 
well to try soot derived from the burning 
of pitch pine or other soft wocds. 
While working with the bees avoid all 
sudden jars, quick, activo motiou?, and 
never fight then. Careful handling will 
cure all cross bees,- while with careless, 
rough handling the most quiet will become 
cross. It is a part of the nature of bees to 
gorge themselves with honey when 
alarmed, and when in this condition they 
rarely, if ever, sting unless pinched. 
The Scientific American gives this as an 
excellent mode for preserving eggs : Take 
fresh ones, put a dczen or more into a small 
willow basket and immerse this for five 
seconds in boiling water containing about 
five pounds of common brown sugar per 
gallon. Place the eggs on trays to dry. 
Then pack, when cool, small ends down, in 
an intimate mixture of one part of finely 
powdered charcoal and two of dry bran. 
In this way they will last six months or 
more. The scalding water ciuses the 
formation of a thin skin of hard albumen 
next the inner surface of the shell, and the 
sugar or syrup oloses all the pores. 


A PECULIAR CASE OF SOMNAMBULISM 


The North Winds and the Dairy. 
These north winds not only dry up tho 
grasses, but they dry up the flow of milk, even 
when cows are well fed with good milk-grow­ 
ing food. And even though cows be warmly 
stabled, the quantity of milk given will be 
less during the prevalence of north winds. 
There is something about these north winds 
that drys up all sources of moisture in the 
soil, the vegetable and animal worlds. It is an 
interesting question whether milk drawn from

OSE OF THE ORIGINAL SIGHTS OF PARIS 
—THE BULLIER. 


A case of somnambulism which, accord­ 
ing to the statements furnished to the 
Herald, would appear to bo worthy of ex­ 
pert investigation, is that of a little boy of 
14, Martin Frobisher by name.

The other night 
he got up and drew a head, from a cast 
which he had drawn on paper during the 
previous day, on the wall of his chamber. 
Last winter he caught a serious cold from 
sitting up during the night in his night­ 
shirt engaged upon his usual absorbing 
pursuit, and the next moining his mother 
found him with a decided stiffness of the 
knees. 
“ I can understand,” the father 
said, “ how a somnambulistic subject can 
go through certain mechauical motions, 
blit it is inconceivable to me how the boy 
Í3 able to draw with such perfect attention 
to every detail—to put expression into an 
eye, for instance, and spirit into a face.” 
He exhibited some very clever drawings 
by the - boy, partially done, as he de­ 
clared, while the little fellow was 
in ¿this remarkable condition. 
When 
asked whether it was a hereditary ten­ 
dency in the family, he said that his own 
brother—the boy's nncle—had been sub­ 
ject to it, and, strange to say, Martin’s 
youngest brother was new catching the in-' 
fection of nocturnal escapades. Tho boy 
is a bright, good-looking little fellow, who 
appears to be thoroughly sound, bat 
has evidently somewhat suffered from 
confinement and overstudy. 
He was 
closely 
questioned, 
but 
could not 
be got to say anything except that 
he was utterly unconscious of what he 
had done in the nights in which 
he had been up until he saw his drawings 
next morning on the table or on the wall. 
The father hopes that the case will have 
the light of a scientific investigation, as he 
says it is a great mystery to him and the 
ontire family.—[Hartford Times.

Paris would not be Paris without its 
Qnartier Latin, which in spite of progress 
and changes still retains landmarks familiar 
to gray-haired men, who never pass along 
its streets or read tho names of cafes and 
brasseries 
without a heart-throb of 
emotion and a sigh of regret. Another 
generation (they mentally exclaim) is now 
occupied in studying and carousing, loving 
and dreaming, and soon they in turn will 
follow those behind us to make room for 
others ; Ah! youth with its joy* and follies, 
its extravagant ambitions and sacred faith, 
is a boon we appreciate most when we feel 
it can no longer be ours. So it is that Paris­ 
ians and provincials who have dwelt in the 
Quartier Latin, when acquiring a profession 
as an arm to be used in the battle of life, 
have no sooner entered upon their respon­ 
sibilities than they look back with longing 
regret on the days wherein they formed a 
band as admirable as they were daring, 
when their conduct and words were as reck­ 
less as their love of justice and hatred of op­ 
pression were intense. In their midst is the 
fertile soil where spring np all generons im­ 
pulses, and no lofty sentiment, no grand 
and humane ideas but what find an echo 
in their youthful, ardent hearts. Students 
represent 
A CHARACTERISTIC FORCE, 
For each one contributes elements not yet* 
born in the child and almost extinct in the 
man, and when this force is once aroused 
it presents the terror of the rabble com­ 
bined with the moral energy of intelligence 
and the presence of future rulers and 
magistrates. An incident which has re­ 
cently taken place in the Quartier Latin 
has attracted the attention of all Parisians, 
and although the conduct of the students 
may be publicly condemned, many a sedate 
Judge has privately remarked that in his 
day the affair would have been more seri­ 
ous. The annual concourse for the inlemat 
of the hospitals, or hospital boarders, was 
finished, and the students had all met at 
the Bullier Hall. There a quarrel took 
place with a dry goods clerk who had 
m ixed in th e dance, and a general battle 
followed. The Gardes Republicans inter­ 
fered, the proprietor of the establishment 
turned out the gas, an d a t 10 o’clock the 
dancing hall was completely evacu­ 
ated ; Dut the tumult^ con tinu ed outside, 
when the gardiens de la paix appeared on 
th e scene, and some five of th e B tudents 
were arrested and conducted to the look­ 
up, where three of them were placed under 
the charge of a brigadier. The students 
th en protested. They formed a band from 
four to five hundred in number, and di­ 
rected their steps towards the Prefecture 
of Police, crying out, “ Nos Internen! Nos 
Internes !” The sentinel called the corps 
tie tjarde, who ranged themselves 
IN ASMS 
Before the door, and then the cries in­ 
creased. The officer of peace then on duty 
was so happily inspired as to mount a car­ 
riage and harangue the crowd in concili­ 
atory terms. He informed them that the 
authorities were inquiring as to what the 
students who had been arrested had been 
guilty of, and as soon as their declarations 
and those of the agents had been received 
by the Commiseaire de Police, justice 
should be rendered. M. Camescasse, the 
Prefect of Police, happened to be at the 
Prefecture, and he had the officer propose 
to them to name a delegation whom he 
would receive. “ Accepted! Accepted!” 
answered all voices. Four students were 
then delegated to speak with the Pre­ 
fect of Police, who, after having list­ 
ened to their complaints, Bent a Commis- 
saire to the post of the Rue Christine, 
where their comrades had been conducted. 
The delegates carried the news to the stu­ 
dents, who immediately dispersed. A Com- 
missaire de Police of the Quartier of the 
Sarbonne saw that the students who had 
been arrested were liberated at midnight. 
And bo calm was again restored to the 
Quartier Latin. All persons who have 
visited Paris must know about 
THE BCLLIER. 
In fact, it is one of the original sights of 
the French capital, and all men visit it 
from inclination, whereas women often­ 
times find their way there through curios­ 
ity. Students delight in explaining that 
it is no such affiir a3 the Jardin Mabile, 
where Vice stalks around in [a rich dress 
with a heart sick smile on its face, but is 
the rendezvous of youth and good humor, 
and where the exuberance of youth can 
finil an outlet in a comparatively innocent 
manner. It is the habitual recreation hall 
of all students who arc fearful of iujuring 
their health by too great application to 
study, and who later form the average 
citizen, while the midnight oil is burned 
only by the future servants of tl.e 
country who become old men when 
young, so that they may surpass their 
contemporaries. 
It is not over such 
an entrance as the door leading to the 
Bullier that would be read the words 
of Dante: “ Lancia te ogni speranza rot 
ch'entrate,f’ but, as more appropriate, the 
expression : “ Leave all restraint behind 
and youth, obedient to the word, throws 
aside its straight-jacket and indulges in 
such ambles and antics as make the rheu­ 
matic groan to look at. No wonder, then, 
that under such a state of excitement the 
decorous student should run some of the 
activity of his legs to his fists and create 
occupation for the only too suspicious gens- 
darmes. Of course there are etudiants and 
eludíanles, but the grisette, the 
PRETTY, TENDER ORISETTE, 
Who has been rendered faaious by tho 
poet and romancist, no longer exists ; she 
is said to have crossed the Seine, and now 
rides in her carriage amid sable furs, while 
her glances rest only on the rich 
princes of the boulevard. 
This genera­ 
tion is too prosaic, too matter of fact for 
the. tender romance of a spring time 
beneath the poplars of the Jardin du Lux­ 
embourg. 
The (Uuliantc of the pres­ 
ent day id the student’s model, or a 
sewing girl who does not find constant 
employment, and is hsppy to dance away 
the weary hours without singing iu the 
winter time, like the Cigale, who, after 
singing all 
summer, 
is 
told 
to 
dance in the cold wind. 
She is 
uninteresting and too masculine in 
appearance and deportment to excite ten­ 
der sentiment in the breast of youth, but 
then she dances at the Bullier and renders 
recreation hours enjoyable. The charming 
author, Henry Murger, in his beautiful 
work, “ La vie de Bohemo,” has concen­ 
trated in one plot the incidents and senti­ 
ment and all romance belonging to life in 
the Quartier Latin. Wo therein seo the 
tableau of 
STRUGGLING GENIC3 
Burning his furniture to frighten remorse­ 
less winter from his hearthstone, and with 
a whole bag of wit and good nature empty 
its contents in the face of poverty itself ; 
the improvident young gentleman who 
hires a carriage, and after spending the 
whole day in his endeavors to borrow 
money to pay for it, concludes to hire it 
by the month ; there is Mina, the tender, 
loving creature, easily led astray through 
her affections, and wht. is unable to survive 
her abandon and her shame ; then walking 
by her side is the capricious, heartless 
grisette, who becoming tired of poverty, 
goes from time to time to fields of pleasure 
across the Seine, where she fattens on rich 
oats, and after returns to nourish her 
affections. In fact, life jast as it Used 
to be in 
that 
life of 
Bohemia 
whose country is the Qsartier Latin. 
The work of Henry Murger was 
at an early day dramatized and put on the 
stage, when it was the delight of the older 
generation, and its superiority has rendered 
it classical, bo that from time to timé there 
is a reprise of “ La vie de Boheme,” but the 
young men of to-day declare that it is de­ 
mode, has grown too old-fa3hioncd for this 
moment of rapid sensations, and they 
abandon the piece to study the philosophy 
of Alexander Duma3 fils as represented in 


the “ Princesse de Bagdad.” 
“ Gray 
Hairs ” only is faithful on the occasion, at 
the souvenir of which he rekindles the fire 
of his youth, but as lumbago and rheumatic 
pains have become his companions he is 
forced to avoid the night air, so that ‘ La 
vie de Boheme ” more rarely makes its ap­ 
pearance and remains always a shorter 
time abroad.

life, they on more than one occasion find 
themselves closely united to the past. 
Truth is indeed stranger than fiction, and 
nowhere else than in Paris, the strange 
city of romance par excellence, would the 
following romance take place : A young 
student in medicine bad made the acquaint­ 
ance of a young flower girl, who was a 
grisette of the Quartier Latin, and al­ 
though vows of eternal affection had been 
exchanged between them, the young man 
hastened to dismiss from his mind the 
Lisette of his frolicsome days. He grew 
to be a physician of great fame, and was 
mnch astonished one day to discover inalady 
patient the little flower girl whose bright 
eyes had made his heart beat. The past 
affection, although buried deep, was sud­ 
denly reawakened and the vows of youth 
were again taken np, mellowed by the seri­ 
ousness of maturer years. The conple 
soon, however, drifted apart, and the lady 
afterward appeared upon the scenes as 
Mme. H., the wife of the well-known Mr. 
H., and was so honored and entertained 
for ten years, at the end of which time the 
gentleman died, and it was then discov­ 
ered that the lady was unable to prod nee 
her marriage certificate. Bot the woman 
was yet to prove herself a person of 
MANY RESOURCES, 
And that her career was not yet finished. 
During the war she entered the service of 
the Prussian Government, and sent them 
much valuable information from Paris with 
regard to French affairs. She finished by 
captivating both the affections and grati­ 
tude of a Prussian officer high in favor 
with the Emperor, and who decided on 
marrying her. Much opposition was made 
by the officer’s family, and by the Prussian 
Government as well, but to no avail, and 
although the lady is not received at the 
German court, she is courteously treated 
by the high officials on account of the 
services Bhe has rendered. 
She at 
present occupies one of the handsomest 
private hotels on the Champs Elysees, 
where she reigns a queen over a small 
court of gentlemen only, composed for the 
most part of Bonapartists and Legitimists, 
as Republicans are too patriotic to ap­ 
proach her. This princely palace, through 
whose open windows may be discerned 
the surroundings of a luxurious life, is the 
one object of interest to all the llower- 
girla of the French capital. In the twilight, 
and when the shades of night have fallen, 
they haunt its stone walls and watch the 
brilliant lights through the closed blinda as 
they repeat to themselves, “ She was no 
more than am I.” Some are filled with awe 
and others weep with envy and impatience, 
while all would part with one-half the 
years of their existence to learn from her 
the secret of her success. Tho eludíante 
of the Quartier Latin has moro than one 
brilliant example before her of worldly 
success come to one of her own kind, and 
since she firmly beiieve3 her star is bound 
to shine as bright, she throws away all 
thought of the morrow aud dances at the 
Bullier with increased spirit and violence. 
Indeed there is so much to encourage her 
on the road she has chosen, _ and so little 
effort made by society to turn her frcra it. 
THE HABITANT 
Of the Quartier Latin no longer resembles 
those of fifty years ago, for the general 
tendency of the assimilation of habits and 
customs has robbed tho student of many 
of his peculiarities, besides the greater 
liberty of action permitted has had the 
effect of modifying his characteristic de­ 
fiance. One has but to listen to the 
account of the first representation of 
“ Hernani,” when all Victor Hugo's friends 
of the Quartier Latin turned out in full fo.-ce 
to battle for the romantic schooL The tableau 
they presented, as they stood before the 
Theatre Francais waiting for the doors to 
be opened to them, was most extraordinary 
and picturesque. Theophlie Gautier wore 
a flaming crimson coat, with his hair down 
upon his shoulders; others were as fan­ 
tastically dressed, and although the sun 
shone bright, they appeared to have 
juet left some fancy ball. They de­ 
lighted in exaggerating their eccen­ 
tricities and horrifying the sedate and 
severe bourgeois, but to-day the bourgeois, 
the poet aud the bohemian are too closely 
allied for the same distinction to exist, 
and no one is longer horrified. The 
Quartier Latin has been the home at 
some time of the famous writers of 
France and the majority of the men 
of letters have trod its classical streets, 
while from its attic windows genius has 
spread its wings in search of stores with 
which to enrich French literature. All 
incidents which occur in the Qaartier 
Latin excite the interest of Parisians, for 
the title itself awakens in the mind of 
very many the souvenir of college days. 
And are they not pleasant to remember 5 
Those days when the whole universe 
seemed concentrated within the college 
walls, and feelings and ambitions were so 
intense that the world seemed small to 
hold them, but which, alas ! were soon 
dissolved in Bpace on that vast sea of life.

THE US3 OF DISINFECTANTS. 
In the use of a disinfectant a double 
object must be secured. First, the re­ 
moval of objectional odors; second, the 
chemical change of the fetid mass from a 
state of decomposition and production of 
noxious gases, rendering it harmless. 
Probably the least uaeful disinfectants are 
those which have powerful odors of their 
own, as carbonic acid in its various forms, 
chloride of lime, camphor, etc. For, 
while these really possess disinfecting 
qualities they are apt to deceive by cover­ 
ing np what they ought to remove. Car- 
bolate of lime used upon a putrescent mass 
will disinfect only whero it touches, and 
unless it is thoroughly mixed with the 
whole, it will effect only the surface, while, 
by its wholesome odor, it appears to do 
far more. Chloride of lime does better, 
for while there remains in it any 
i. hlorino it will absorb and destroy 
all foul emanations, but it is soon 
delinquent and inert. 
Earth is the best 
disinfectant. When thrown upon a sub­ 
stance to be disinfected, the Ealts which it 
contains slowly percolate through it, and 
it is chemically changed and rendered odor­ 
less and harmless. But the quantity re­ 
quired often makes its use impracticable ; 
so various combinations of the salts of 
metal3 have been d ev iB ed to effect the same 
result, as the celebrated recipe purchased 
by the Austrian Government and the 
Cironden disinfectant, both of which are 
composed of salts from tho metal bases. 
Within the reach of all, however, and cer­ 
tainly effective, i.i common copperas 
(sulphate of iron). It can be purchaeed of 
any druggist, at from three to five cents 
per pound, in the crystal, and when used 
it dissolves slowly in the moisture which it 
finds, and not only locks in chemical fixed­ 
ness, the foul-smelling eulpl.ureted hydro­ 
gen gas, lut it stoi;s fermentation, and 
thus prevents the formation of microscopic 
insect i r vegetable life, which, taken by 
the air we breath?, indue, s fever, diph­ 
theria and other diseases. 
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THE HUMBUG OF THE BLOSSOMING OF

The Thrift and Industry of the Mormons 
Shown Up—Coal Fields—Railroad 
Extension — Etc. 


Mr. Irving is playing in the English 
provinces, and was recently at Leeds tor a 
six-n:ght’s engagement, which he began 
with “ Charles I.” Hia tour involves the 
use e>f a special train compri .ing four freight 
cars and as many cars for members of the 
company.

The decision in the case wherein the 
District Attorney brought suit to set aside 
the naturalization papers of Geo. Q. Can­ 
non, tho Mormon Delegate to Congress, 
seems to have given unalloyed satisfaction 
to both parties. The grounds upen which 
Cannon asked for a dismissal of the case 
were the very ones on which the allega­ 
tions of the complaint were founded. Can­ 
non admitted that the certificate of na­ 
turalization upon which he based his claims 
of citizenship was fraudulent, and his at­ 
torney asked that the case be dismissed, on 
the grounds that the Court could not set 
aside a paper which was not a record of 
the Court. The Court agreed with the de­ 
fendant that the papers were 
null, void and fraudulent, 
And the case wm dismissed. This is the 
same line of defense adopted by Brigham 
Yonng when tried for bigamy. He claimed 
in Court that his first wife was his legal 
wife, and the others were simply concu­ 
bines, with whom be had lived in a sort of 
celestial harlotry. The Monnona were de­ 
lighted with Brigham’a defense, and ap- 
g 


lauded it as a sharp evasion of the law. 
annon’s plea, by which he secured the dis­ 
missal of the case against him, is regarded 
in the same light. 
cannon’s papers. 
Cannon secured his papers at a time 
when they were sold by the hundreds for 
spot cash on the street. One of the at­ 
taches of the Court, presumably the Clerk 
or his deputy, filled out blank certificates 
of naturalization and any one with $3 con'd 
buy one, and no questions asked. In this 
way hundreds el men who had not been 
away from Europe ninety days purchased 
their certificates, and voted at the ensuing 
elections. It is estimated that at least 25 
per cent, cf the vote cast in Utah has its 
origin in these curb stone certificates of 
citizenship. The legal process by which 
Cannon will finally be ousted from his seat 
in Congress will not be discontinued for a 
moment till the desired result is obtained. 
After the last election Cannon was refused 
a certificate of election by Governor Mur­ 
ray, on the ground that he was not a citi­ 
zen of the United States, Yet the Clerk 
of the House of Representatives placed 
Cannon’s name on the roll, and will doubt­ 
less be called upon at the next session of 
Congress to furnish an explanation of his 
com Be. 
MORMON CORN. 
In Salt Lake each block covers ten acres 
of ground,, and the city lots are mostly 
owned by Mormons. A polygamous fam­ 
ily is readily distinguished by the corn 
field in the yard. Some of these corn 
fields lie in the heart of the city, and land 
worth almost any price for building pur­ 
poses is still reserved for the rearing of 
sod corn and pumpkins. Mormons will 
not sell this land at any price, having 
special injunctions from the heads of the 
church tp hold on to it. Any attempt to 
persuade a Mormon that there is moro 
money in the raising of small fruits and 
gardening, is resented as an insult to the 
ancient traditions of the church. The last 
recollections of the Mormons when they 
were ordered out of Iowa and Missouri was 
of their corn-fields, and they hold corn in 
much the same reverence as did the chil­ 
dren of Israel the manna, which for so many 
years was their steady diet in the wilder­ 
ness. The Missouri corn does not seem to 
thrive well in Utah, by reason either of 
the severe frosts, the lack of the intelli­ 
gent application of correct agricultural 
principles or the new soil. The com has 
been degenerating year after year in a 
botanical digression, until the present 
year’s crop is but little more than a 
few deformed ears of nnbbin corn, 
which, if fed to a horse, would make the 
sun shine through him in a few months. 
A tender of a better quality of seed-corn 
to the Mormon farmer would be regarded 
as some diabolical Gentile plot to under' 
mine the foundations of the church. The 
corn-raisers will keep right on raising $10 
worth of pumpkins and corn to the acre, 
allowing tho pumpkins to rot on the 
ground, and letting the corn run to nothing 
but stalks. 
t h r if t a n d in d u s t r y . 
Much has been said of the thrift and in­ 
dustry of these people. The statement that 
they are the most industrious people on 
earth could never have been made by any 
but a most superficial observer. A few 
thrifty and intelligent men among them 
have planted manufactures in Utah, and at 
the present time all kinds of woolen goods, 
including tweeds and cassimeres, are made 
equal, in appearance and quality, to any 
woolen goods manufactured in the United 
States, with the single exception that the 
goods contain more or less oil, the some­ 
what expensive proce«3 lequired to elimi­ 
nate the oil not being in use. The fact, 
however, that the goods are “ all wool,” 
more than atones for this deficiency. Silks 
are also made, the cocoons being raised in 
the Territory, and this silk is stronger than 
the imported quality and almost as fine. 
Leather is turned out here equal in quality 
to the best French calf. In fact, almost 
every necessity of life, and also a good 
share of the luxuries, are made in the Ter­ 
ritory. Here the thrift of the Mormon 
stops, and below the line of cnergetic and 
capable men who are at the head of these 
enterprises comes. 


t h e g e n e r a l h e r d 
Who move the soil after the most unscien­ 
tific methods, and who, after their tithes 
are paid, have little, if anything, to subsist 
on. They are lazy, ignorant and dirty. 
They live in low adobe house?, take no care 
of their yards, and are a shiftless, thrift­ 
less set. The talk about their having made 
the “ desert blossom as the rose” is all 
humbug. It is simply one of those sayings 
which goes into circulation and is in every­ 
body’s moutb. There is no desert here in 
the first place. The valley of Great Salt 
Lake is one of the most fertile stretches of 
country on earth ; ti»e land Í3 naturally 
adapted to grazing and agriculture, and 
being level and well iriigated, re­ 
quires no special effort on the part 
of the farmer to make it yield 
abundantly. Here and there are men who 
know how v> produce the best possible 
results by combining intelligent exeition 
with great natural advantages of soil and 
climate, but not more than one man in ten 
does this. They require fifty acres of land 
to produce what an Illinois farmer would 
raise on ten, yet Eastern papers continually 
harp upon the desert blossoming qualities 
cf these people, seeming to imagine that 
the Mormons found a country which wai 
] no better than the surface of a lava bed, 
and by dint of herculean exertions made 
of it a sort of Garden of Eden. I yester­ 
day visited a friend who rented his house 
of a Moimon. He lived in a large brick 
house, while the Mormon who owned it 
lived in a one-story aiobe almost falling to 
pieces. There were three acres of land in 
tne back yard, with the usual accompani­ 
ment of corn, pumpkins and fruit trees. 
I The fruit, consisting cf pears, apples and 
peaches, was literally rotting on the 
ground or dry ing on the trees. The owner 
v.as too lazy to pick it. The corn alone 
was cut and shocked. The com was worth 
• about $25, and the fruit which went to 
: waste worth at least $100. This is a good 
lustration of the average Mormon methoel 
: of making the desert blossom. 
THE POLYGAMISTS AND THE GOVERNMENT. 
The statement that President Arthur 
will carry out Garfield’s ideas of stamping 
out polygamy dees not disturb the Mor­ 
mons. The leaders of the church have 
everything ready at any time to pack up 
and leave for Arizona or New Mexico, and 
there live in peace on the accumulations 
which they have been for years abstracting 
from tho tithing fund. They would leave 
their followers to fight it cut. In case the 
Government should attempt to suppress 
polygamy by the only method by which it 
can be suppressed, which is force, there 
would be hard fighting and plenty of it. 


The Nauvoo Legion is as well organized, 
commanded and equipped as ever, and 
every man would respond to the call to 
take the field. The mass of the Mormon 
family believe that the god of battles 
will be with them when the timo arrives 
to fight the Government, and that no 
earthly power can prevent the destruc­ 
tion of their enemiee. Their leaders have 
long taught tbi3 doctrine, and as each 
administration fails to deal with the ques­ 
tion of polygamy, tho idea is strengthened 
more and more that the Government fears 
to try the issue with them. The Gentiles 
in Utah have no faith whatever in the 
promises of the Government regarding the 
extirpation of polygamy. G. Q. Cannon, 
the polygamous delegate to Congress, with 
his sleek exterior and five wives, tells Con­ 
gress that Mormonism is gradually dying 
out, and that it had better let it alone, 
when he knows that missionaries are con­ 
stantly being sent abroad to proselyte for 
the church, and that he himself is one of 
the committee who appoints them. Sev- 
eril car-loads of converts from England, 
Wales, Denmark and Scandinavia will 
arrive here on the railroad next Thursday 
morning at twenty minutes of 12 o’clock. 
With polygamous breeding at home, and 
constant missionary work abroad, there is 
no probability of Mormonism dying out 
very soon. All promises on the part 
of the Government regarding what will 
be done with polygamy are laughed at by 
both Mormons and Gentiles. Uncle Sam 
will never lay a finger on it, and the only 
chance against it is when a fight begins for 
the tithing spoils or an attempt is made to 
separate church from state by discontented 
Mormons who are ambitious for political 
honors. 
RAILROAD BUILDING. 
By January 1st Salt Lake will be con­ 
nected with the Pleasant valley coal-beds 
by railroad, and next year the road will be 
extended to Denver. Good coal is now 
selling for $6, 
and $8 a ton in Salt Lake. 
The completion of the railroad will reduce 
it to $3 a ton, and then manufacturing in­ 
dustries will spring up, which will materi­ 
ally help the city. 
The coal-beds in 
Pleasant valley are said to be the largest 
in the world. The owner of one of the 
deposits says he can furnish 5,000 carloads 
of coal a day for ten years, and coin money 
by selling it at 50 cents a ton. 


SCIENTIFIC SCRAPS. 
A M e c h a n ic a l C otton P ic k e r .— A 
combination cotton-picker with fingers of 
iron, which, it is claimed, will make a re­ 
duction in the price of harvesting of two 
cents per pound, is reported from the 
South. By meau3 of beaters and fans, the 
machine takes the fiber from the ball, re­ 
moves the seed and all impurities and de­ 
livers it straightened and ready for the 
bale. 
C a lo m el.—Considerable doubt has been 
expressed whether calomel is or is not lia­ 
ble to decomposition in the buman system, 
with production of corrosive sublimate. 
According to experiments described by P. 
Hoglan [Chtm. Neics) calomel is slowly 
changed by the action of water at the tem­ 
perature of the body with formation of 
corrosive sublimate ; aud this change is 
accelerated by the presence of citric acid, 
sodium chloride, or sugar. 
B la ck V a r n is h .—An excellent black 
varnish can, it is said, be produced oniron 
and steel by applying with a hair brush a 
mixture of turpentine and sulphur boiled 
together. When the turpentine evaporates 
there remains on the metal a thin layer of 
sulphur, which unites closely with the iron 
when heated for some time over a spirit or 
gas flame. The varnish protects the metal 
perfectly, and is very durable. 
E l e c t r ic R a il w a y .—The first electric 
railway in Upper Silesia has been erected 
in connection with the colliery of the 
Donnersmarckhutte Company, to super­ 
sede the ordinary horse railway. The eur- 
rent is conveyed by wire ropes, supported 
on poles in the same manner as telegraph 
wires. The maximum speed will be eight 
miles per hour. The locomotive is similar 
to that exhibited two years ago at the In­ 
dustrial Exhibition, but is somewhat 
smaller. 
R a il T ests in G e r m a n y .—For steel 
rails the German Railway Union have 
agreed upon the tests to be made at the 
works. A rail placed on supports three 
feet four incheB apart must bear a load of 
twenty tons for several honrs without per­ 
manent set. It must resist a drop test of 
1,100 pounds falling thirteen feet twice, 
and must bear a drop of five feet without 
injury. The rail must be capable of being 
bent cold, either way, to the extent of two 
inches, without showing cracks or fissures. 
A n ELEeTRic E l e v a t e d R a il r o a d.— 
M. J. Chretien has elaborated a project for 
building in Paris an elevated railroad to be 
operated by electricity. The plans arc 
given in some detail by the Itevue hidustri- 
elle. From the drawings given it appears 
that the roadway is to be built on single 
pillars, and that the cars are to be run 
singly. No special effort seems to be con­ 
templated to make the structure any less 
unsightly than our own, which, however, 
makes tho impression of having much 
greater stability. Tha proposal to use elec­ 
tricity is nothing new, as Siemens urged 
more than a year ago at Berlin. 
P aper B lankets. —A Manchester firm 
have invented a process for manufacturing 
paper blankets. This blanket is called the 
ChartaUne, and it is claimed that ventila­ 
tion is securcd as fully as beneath the 
woolen blarket. The new article is mado 
of two sheets of paper, so manufactured as 
to be free from all rustling aud crackling, 
between which íb a layer of wadding, 
chemically prepared. 
The edges are 
strongly whipped, and while resembling 
the woolen blanket in appearance, it is 
claimed to be warmer, while it is much 
lighter. They are made at a trifling cost, 
and sold for a small Bum. Our Amcricin 
paper mills would do well to consider the 
matter. 
Firf.s from Electric W ires —The pos­ 
sibility of fires from electric wires is occa­ 
sioning uneasiness among the insurance 
companies, but, as would appear, without 
reasoning. True, cablegrams assert that 
the fire occurring a few days ago at t! e 
Paris electric exhibition, was due to soma 
wires put up by the Fux Electric Light 
Committee of England, but the Chairman 
of a committee appointed by the Board of 
Underwriters some time since, to investi­ 
gate the whole subject, is authority for the 
statement that the committee arc fully 
convinced that if the wires ere properly 
insulated there is less danger from fire 
from electricity than from leaky gas mains 
and kerosene oil, and it is their intention 
to so report. 
B a r o m e t r ic P r e s s u r e a n d t h e D is­ 
c h a r g e o f S p r in g »—The belief current 
among many millers on the chalk streams 
of England that they could foretell the ad­ 
vent of rain fall frcma sensible increase of 
the volume of water in the streams led 
Baldwin Latham, a well-known autherity 
on water supply, to investigate the matter. 
Believing that there was some relation be­ 
tween the barometric pressure and the dis­ 
charge of water from the springs, Mr. 
Latham made a series of observations, the 
results of which he has submitted to the 
scientific world in a paper read before the 
British Association at York. Setting up 
gauges on the Bourne flow in the Caterham 
valley, near Croydon, he found that when­ 
ever there was a rapid fall in the barome­ 
ter, there was a corresponding increase in 
the volume of water flowing, and that 
with a rise of the barometer, there was a 
diminution of the flow, the fluctuation at 
one period exceeding half a million gallons 
per day. Ho attributed an increase of 
flow to the expansion and escape of the 
gases held by the water under low barom­ 
etric pressure, which caused the water to 
escape more freely. 


S m all-P o x R a v a g e s .in C h icag o .— Of 
1,351) eases of tmall-pox here since Janu­ 
ary 1st, 40 per cent, have proved fatal. It 
is noteworthy that by far the greater num­ 
ber of eases have occurred in the Four­ 
teenth Ward, where the more degraded 
portion of the foreign element lives, and 
where attempts at vaccination have been 
met by open violence at times. In that 
ward there are 40,000 persons who have 
not been vaccinated, and of the 108 deaths 
here in September, SI were in that divi­ 
sion of the city. 
It is believed that the 
publication of these facts will create such, 
a eentiment as will result in almost uni­ 
versal vaccination, and in increased dili­ 
gence in the matter of cleaning streets.—

The “ S tslw art” Re­ 
publicans Beem to have surprised them ­ 
selves by voting more generally than they 
had intended. They certainly cannot taunt 
tho 
Half-Breeds ” with impotency under 
the circumstances. Still they have lost the 
Legislature, and this may have a larger sig­ 
nificance hereafter. 
Tammany has been 
hit hard, but it has shown its teeth, and 
qnite enough probably to assure itself its 
own way at the next election. 
Taking the 
general average, the Republicans have the 
best of the sitnatioD, but they have not so 
very much the best th at they can afford to 
take any fewer precautions when the next' 
campaign arrives. 


SH A R P 
W O RE. 


They try mnrder cases in England much 
quicker than we do. 
Lefroy, who mur­ 
dered an old banker in a railway carriage 
on the London and Brighton line a few 
weeks ago, has just been tried, found 
guilty of murder, and sentenced to death 
at an early date. 
The jury were out only 
ten minutes, and evidently they had before 
them no baffling theories of irresponsibility 
for insanity. 
They believed that whether 
the prisoner at the bar was mad or not, he 
was sane enough to be punishable, and so 
they found him gnilty, and there is no 
doubt that he will he duly and sufficiently 
hanged when the time comes. 
That way 
of administering justice tends to check 
Crime. 
The haDging of Lefroy, if he is not 
altogether sane, will serve to prevent other 
half-crazy men w ith homicidal tendencies 
from indulging them. 
That is to say, 
prom pt punishment and adequate punish­ 
m ent tends to proteo; society, and the pro­ 
tection of society is the only justification 
for the taking of human life by law, or the 
incarceration of human beings in penal 
establishments. 


A considerable percentage of the discus­ 
sion about criminal reform is wide of the 
mark, for the reason that amateur penolo­ 
gists do not understand the elementary 
facts of the subject. 
And one of the most 
common mistakes and sources of confusion 
among them is the loose use of the word 
“ criminal.” 
For the purposes of their 
reasoning this word includes all who have 
been convicted of any breach of law ; but 
whea reform is talked of the very first 
thing to be ascertained is the mental and 
moral condition of the people to be oper­ 
ated upon ; and the endeavor to ascertain 
this at once develops the fact th a t there 
are the broadest conceivable differences 
between those who nevertheless may be 
roughly lumped together as “ felons.” 
At 
the outset one clear and sharp line of de­ 
marcation exhibits itself. 
This separates 
tho class which has adopted the criminal 
career from the class of what may be termed 
impulsive law-breakers. In the first of these 
classee belong w hat are properly termed the 
habitual criminals. 
These are the people 
who for the most part have been educated 
and bred to lawbreaking as a business, and 
for the reform of whom the severest dis­ 
ciplinary and persuasive measures are none 
too cogent 
This class includes the ma­ 
jority of thoee who are convicted of house­ 
breaking, robbery from the person, and 
larcenies of various kinds, and it includes 
persons of all ages and both sexes. 
I t is 
upon this class that the most powerful re­ 
formatory agencies require to be employed, 
for they are the professional offenders, and 
they furnish the bulk of the convictions, 
and of the cases of multiple punishm ent 
In the longest settled communities the per­ 
centage of this class in the prisons is the 
largest. 
Thus in London the proportion 
of professional criminals is much larger 
than it is in California, while in this State 
the percentage of w hat wé have termed 
crimes of impulse is larger than in Eng­ 
land or the A tlantic States. 
The class of impulsive criminals is a very 
difficult one to deal with. 
It embraces all 
those who have been convicted of a single 
crime, as for instance murder, manslaugh­ 
ter, assanlt to murder, highway robbery, 
embezzlement, forgery, rape, etc. 
I t must 
be observed th at any of these crimes may 
be committed by a man who ha3 led a com­ 
paratively upright and blameless life up to 
the time of his fall. 
I t is true th at in 
some instances these crimes are the cul­ 
mination of profligate and immoral courses, 
but they are not so necessarily. 
The em­ 
bezzler and the forger of course cannot 
originally have been men of strong prin­ 
ciples, but it does not follow that they 
underwent a regular conrae of degradation, 
and that their final perpetration of crime 
marked the complete demoralization of 
their characters. 
In a great many cases 
the crime has been the result of impulse. 
It has not even been premeditated. 
Some 
sudden occurrence suggests the act of im­ 
morality, and the specious hope of repair­ 
ing the wrong speedily smooths over the 
offense 
at the instant of commission. 
In 
many of 
these 
cases the moral 
aberration may have been very brief. 
The realization of the nature of the deed 
may 
have been 
attained 
almost 
at 
once, and remorse have supervened. 
To 
class 
criminals 
of this kind with the 
callous, case-hardened ones who have never 
known 
the 
least 
compunction 
about 
crime, and who literally possess no moral 
sensibility, is manifestly absurd and mis­ 
chievous, and it is equally irrational to ap­ 
ply to them the same reformatory agencies 
as are exhibited in the other cases. 
Again, take a great many cases of homi­ 
cide. 
These are committed by men who 
may have had no criminal tendencies before 
in their lives. 
The homicides are fre­ 
quently the result of momentary passion, 
or of intoxication. 
In a number of cases 
there has been no desire to kill when the 
fatal blow was delivered, bnt merely a 
passionate parpóse to resent and punish 
some affront or wrong. 
To say that a man 
who has committed what the law calls 
mnrder or manslaughter under such cir­ 
cumstances, is a criminal in the same sense 
that the habitual thief or burglar is a crim­ 
inal, is to abuse the term. 
I t is evident 
that there is scarcely any point of contact 
between the cases, and that they require 
to be treated quite differently. 
In the 
case of the impulsive criminal it may 
indeed be questioned whether the attem pt 
at systematic reform is not a mistake. 
In 
such a man’s character there may be no 
need of artificial props. 
His fault has 
been his impulsiveness, which may arise 
from an excess of vital energy. 
If he has 
lived a well-ordered life up to the time of 
ths commission of his own crime, and if 
the commission' of th at crime does not 
necessarily 
imply the 
degeneration of 
character, to what good purpose can he be 
put through a course of reform treatm ent ? 
If he is weak such a line of treatm ent is 
very apt to make a hypocrite of him. 
If 
he is not weak it will have no effect at all, 
save to aunoy him. 
As the impulsive class of criminals pre­ 
dominates in our prisons, however, it is 
clearly im portant that we should preface 
any serious effort at the creation of a re­ 
form system by separating this class from 
the habitual criminals, and by determining 
w hat ought to be done with it. And we think 
it ought to be recognized that though So­ 
ciety has no option in the premises, and 
must punish law-breakers without respect 
of persons, yet there are offenders to whom 
imprisonment does unmixed harm, wholly 
apart from any question of bad associa­ 
tions. 
It is to these persons a degradation 
and an intolerable burden. 
It is really 
vastly in excess of the offenBe, as regards 
suffering. 
I t breaks them down, and, so 
to speak, spoils them for life. 
To such as 
these reform systems are absolutely use- 
le33. 
Nay, more, they are aggravations of 
the original penalty. 
We do not see th at 
any way of escape from this exists, but 
it is to be regretted that it is necessary to 
inflict so much suffering in the interest of 
society, and the fact that it is so serves 
to show still more fully the necessity of 
having a clear understanding of what is 
meant by “ criminals,” snd also of wbat is 
meant by “ reform.” 
It appears to us 
that the Prison Reform Convention has 
made the mistake of failing to settle these 
im portant preliminaries before it began to 
discuss the means of reform, and that 
because of this forgetfulness a great deal 
of the discussion is likely to remain unin­ 
telligible, or w ithout any practical bearing 
upon the actualities of prison life. 


TH E 
B EL IEF 
IN 
TH E 
SU PERNA TU RA L 


Belief in the supernatural ha3 remained 
unaffected by the advance of knowledge. 
It has possibly been abandoned by a com­ 
paratively small number of followers of 
the moat modern philosophy, bnt it has 
not been shaken in its hold on the masses 
cf men. 
The rapid growth of Spiritual­ 
ism, and the solidity of its structure not­ 
withstanding the assaults of Science, show 
how firmly implanted the tendency to be­ 
lieve in the supernatural is, and how little 
reliance is to be placed on the common 
expressions of incredulity which most men 


employ to conceal their real thoughts on the 
subject. 
And indeed almost everyone, if 
brought to make a frank confession, and 
if certain of protection against ridicule, 
can be got to recall either something in his 
or her own life, or something related by a 
friend, bearing out the common—we might 
almost say the general—belief, that death 
does not end ali, but th at there is another 
life beyond the grave, from which occa­ 
sionally dim echoes and signs and manifes­ 
tations come back to meD. And though the 
belief in the supernatural is explained 
away by 
scientists 
and 
philosophers 
S3 
the 
result 
of 
various 
natural 
phenomena, 
as for 
instance survivals 
from the superstitious age of barbarism, 
subjective illusions, nnconecious cerebra­ 
tion, and so forth, it is evidently quite 
useless to try to convince the generality of 
men th at the mass of w hat they suppose 
to be evidences of the reality of the super­ 
natural, is after all but evidence of the 
extreme liability to deception of the hnman 
senses. 
The Scientists may be right, but 
the people will not for all th at abandon 
their desperate hold opon another world. 
And this absolute credulity is perhaps less 
discreditable than it seoms at first sight to 
the popular intelligence, for in reality it is 
the heart of man speaking against his 
head. 
I t is the presence of Death every­ 
where th at has made the vision of another 
world so dear. 
I t is the yearning for 
comfort under bereavement th at has caused 
even the strongest-minded to reject the 
rational hypothesis of the finality of the 
end of life. 
I t is the reluctance to admit 
that they have parted w ith their dead for­ 
ever th at reinforces the legends of super­ 
naturalism, and keeps alive the common 
faith in the reality of “ the other shore.” 
A curious illustration of the depth and 
universality of this belief in the super­ 
natural is just now being afforded in Eng­ 
land. 
A London journal (the Daily Tele­ 
graph) not long since sought to ascertain 
whether any evidence of apparitions, or 
fulfilled predictions, or double sight, or 
any of the various alleged phenomena of 
“ occultism ” could be gathered by a direct 
appeal to its readers. They were promised 
complete anonymity if they desired it, 
and were invited to come forward and tell 
what they knew. To the surprise of every­ 
body there was a perfect rush in reply to 
this invitation, and for weeks not one but 
many journals have been publishing several 
columns each day of w hat purport to be 
authentic narratives of the supernatural. 
The moment the supposed discredit attach­ 
ing to a confession of credulity was re­ 
moved, everybody eeems to have hastened 
to bring forward fresh evidences of the re­ 
ality of supernatural phenomena, and the 
result has been a mass of statements suf­ 
ficient to make a considerable addition to 
tho literature of the subject. 
One thing demonstrated by this ava­ 
lanche of ghost stories is th at modern 
education has as yet scarcely touched the 
capacity and tendency for acceptance of 
the marvelous which form such conspicu­ 
ous features in the savage intellect. 
In 
fact it is rather difficult to understand how 
the belief in witchcraft should have disap. 
peared among a people so given over to 
credulity, and so easily deceived by their 
own senses. 
Nor does there seem to be 
any distinction between the educated and 
the uneducated. 
All who write to the 
papers are alike impressed with the truth 
of w hat they relate, though all are not 
equally willing to acknowledge the com­ 
pleteness of their belief. 
I t is, however, 
by no means a bad plan which our London 
contemporary has adopted in this connec­ 
tion. 
For if there is nothing in the popu­ 
lar belief but popular fallacy, the beat way 
to expose and overcome th at fallacy is to 
bring together the greatest quantity of 
supposed supernatural evidence, and ana­ 
lyze it nntil nothing remains. 
If 011 the 
other hand Science is at fault, and the 
popular instinct is a true one, still the best 
way to demonstrate the tru th is to briDg 
the whole subject forward into the light, 
and discuss it fully aud dispassionately. 
And in order th at it may be seen 
whether the people of California are more 
advanced than the English people, or re­ 
flect the ideas of the latter on the super­ 
natural, the R e c o r s - U k i o x proposes to 
open its columns to communications of the 
same kind. 
The conditions are, that there 
shall be no argument, but simply recita­ 
tions of fact. 
Whoever knows of any 
alleged supernatural incident, or can tell of 
any such incident at second-hand, provided 
some authentication is attainable, is invited 
to communicate the circumstances to us. 
We presume that, allowing for the differ­ 
ence of population, the field ought to be 
as fertile here as anywhere for supernatural 
evidence, and we desire to find out if this 
is so or not. 
Those who write to the 


R e c o r d - U m o n on this subject can if they 
so desire have their names suppressed in 
publication, though of course the credibil­ 
ity of a story will generally seem to be 
increased, for the average reader, by the 
fact that the real name of the narrator ac­ 
companies it. 
Stories of apparition both 
before and after death, of other indications 
of coming events or deaths, of doubles 
and wraiths, of family spirits of the 
Banshee kind, in short of every orthodox 
description of supernaturalism, will be 
welcomed. 
Everybody knows th at such 
Btories are constantly told in social circles, 
and they may just as well be told through 
our columns. 


DR. 
PLA TT’S 
GLOOMY 
V IEW . 


The reports of the proceedings of the 
Prison Reform Convention in the San 
Francisco papers are so meager and unsat­ 
isfactory that it is nearly impossible to as­ 
certain from them what is being done. 
If, 
therefore, we should do Dr. P latt any in­ 
justice in what we are about to say, we 
must ask him to charge it to the lack of 
journalistic enterprise on the part of the 
press of bis city. 
From all we can gather, 
however, it appears that he read a paper 
before the Convention on Thursday, in 
which he took the ground that as a rule it 
is hopeless to attem pt the reform of crim­ 
ináis, and th at on a second conviction they 
should be sentenced to life imprisonment. 
W e are encouraged to believe that Dr. 
P latt did say this, or something like it, by 
the assertion th at his paper produced quite 
a consternation in the Convention, and 
was freely dissented from and even de­ 
nounced as “ worse than the Calvinistic 
“ hell.” 
W e gather also that notw ith­ 
standing Dr. P latt’s extremely gloomy 
view of the condition of the criminal 
classes, or rather of the convicted criminal 
class, he made many statements in regard 
to the relations of the criminal with the 
world 
which cannot be 
controverted. 
I t is, for instance, perfectly true that the 
world never willingly forgives 
a man 
who has been convicted of crime. 
The 
recognition of this depressing fact was the 
originating cause of the institutions known 
as Discharged Prisoners’ Aid Societies. 
Society is very irrational in this, beyond 
doubt. 
I t tolerates men whom it knows 
to be criminals, and even gives them all it 
can confer of honor and external respect. 
But if a man is unfortunate enough to be 


found ont and condemned it has no mercy 
upon him. 
This shows th at its condemna­ 
tion of the convict is not the effect of 
moral repulsion. 
There is no moral sen­ 
tim ent connected with it, in fact, since for 
crime per se society manifests no detestation. 
I t welcomes with open arms the cow­ 
ardly and brutal seducer, the scoundrel 
who has secured wealth by the most 
flagitious methods, the swindler of widows 
and orphans, the cold-blooded villaiq who 
has betrayed all his friends to secure his 
ends, the greedy and infamous wretch who 
has forced scores of better men to ruin ; 
it opens wide its doors to all of these un­ 
convicted criminals. But for the poor man 
who makes one false step it has no bowels 
of compassion, and as Dr. P latt says, it 
acts npon the crnel maxim, 
“ Once a 
convict, always a convict.” 
So far then we cannot dispate the truth 
of the Doctor’s positions. 
I t is undeniable 
th at society does not if it can help it allow 
the convict to reform, and th at by its 
blind and unrelenting severity it does all 
it can to force him back into evil ways. 
Bnt when all this is admitted it does not 
follow th at reform is impossible. 
Indeed 
when anyone takes th at position we are 
free to point to the ascertained facta of the 
situation as a conclusive refutation of it. 
For as s sober m atter of fact the reforma­ 
tion 
of 
convicts 
is 
being 
constantly 
achieved, and as an equally sober m atter 
of fact convicts are constantly going back 
into the world, regaining positions of inde­ 
pendence and honest industry, and creating 
ultim ate success out of careers which 
seemed to have been utterly ruined. 
To 
say th at it is impossible to reform convicta 
is therefore ro t, :ug less than preposterous; 
and for this rjason we cannot believe 
th at 
Dr. 
P latt 
really 
went 
to 
such a length. 
I t is no doubt a kind 
of 
work 
which 
is 
made 
very 
diffi­ 
cult by the prejudioe and cruel cowardice 
of Society, but it is not for all th at im­ 
practicable, and it is quite certain th at it 
may be made very much easier by the ap­ 
plication of easier methods. 
And indeed 
if we should '.dmit Dr. P latt to be right as 
to the impossibility of reform under exist­ 
ing circumstances, we should merely claim 
that this was an evidence of the need of 
radical reform in tho existing conditions. 
For it is certain that the, infliction of an 
infinite punishment for a finite offense is 
opposed to reason, and th at however theo­ 
logians may delude themselves with word- 
jugglery, human affairs have to be con­ 
ducted by the light of reason alone. 
If, 
therefore, it were capable of demonstra­ 
tion th at the convict has no hope, all that 
this could prove would be the necessity of 
a revolution in penal administration and 
social theories. 
If a state of things is discouraging we 
are not called upon to submit to it. 
On 
the contrary, it is our duty to improve it. 
But Dr. P latt’s alleged theory is opposed 
to all experience as well as to all reason. 
He appears to assume the absolute im­ 
practicability of changing the inclinations 
and dispositions of men in one direction, 
though his own doctrine requires the 
practicability of changing them in another 
direction. 
According to him, in fact, men 
may change for th e worse, yet they cannot 
be changed for the better. 
The convict 
who has only committed one offense may 
easily degenerate into an habitual criminal; 
but he cannot abandon crime altogether. 
Such a proposition as this contains its own 
refutation. 
I t is not logical any more than 
it is in accordance w ith experience. 
I t is 
simply fantastic. 
In tru th convicts are 
capable of various changes according to 
their training and disposition. 
No doubt 
some are quite irreclaimable, having in­ 
herited the criminal diathesis, and hav­ 
ing also 
been 
bred in criminal habits 
and practices. 
But, as we have Bhown in 
another article, this class constitutes bnt 
a small percentage of the whole convict 
element. 
The average convict is amenable 
to the same influences inside prison walls 
th at the average man is amenable to under 
all circumstances. 
The 
commission of 
crime does not take away the criminal’s 
humanity, nor make of him a monster. 
He remains, save in exceptional cases, an 
impressionable creature, and if his char­ 
acter is strengthened by wise discipline in 
self-reliance, and he is not spoiled by be­ 
ing taught th at he has nothing to do to 
reform himself bnt believe a number of 
fanciful statements about incomprehensible 
subjects, he may be reformed, and he may 
take his place in the world again as an 
honest man, and keep that place for the 
remainder of his life. 


BLAINE 
AND T H E 
ISTHM US QUESTION. 


The Nation directs attention to a circum­ 
stance which shows th at Mr. Blaine’s cir­ 
cular on the isthmus question has com­ 
mitted him, and through him the country, 
to a perfectly untenable position. 
Mr. 
Blaine has taken the position th at the 
United States cannot consent to a joint 
protectorate over the Panama Canal, and 
has declared th at this country intends to 
control that enterprise. 
In saying this> 
however, he has also declared th at it is 
“ not the development of a new policy,” 
but that “ it is nothing more thau the pro- 
“ nounced adhesion of the United States 
“ to principles long since enunciated by the 
“ highest authority of the Government, 
“ and now, in the judgm ent of the Preri- 
“ dent, firmly invoven 83 an integral and 
“ im portant part of our national policy.” 
Now of 
course if 
this is a traditional 
policy with the United States it must be 
easy enough to prove that fact. 
But un- 
fortunately»for Mr. Blaine’s theory all the 
proof is in the opposite direction. 
The 
evidence of the past policy of the United 
States is to be found in our treaties ; with 
New Grenada (now the U nited States of 
Colombia) in 1846, and with England, by 
the Clayton-Bulwer treaty, in 1S50. 
Ac­ 
cording to ths provisions of the last- 
named treaty, the United States and Great 
Britain jointly guarantee the neutrality 
of any canal made across the Isthmus of 
Panama, and not only that, but expressly 
invite other powers to join them in this 
protectorate “ to the end that all other 
“ States may share in the honor and ad- 
“ vantage of having contributed to a work 
“ of such general interest and importance.” 
This treaty is still in force, and as has 
been shown, it traverses in the most de­ 
cided manner the position of Mr. Blaine, 
at the same time proving that he has made 
a most extraordinary blunder in claiming 
the new policy as traditional with the 
United States. 
Of course it is not possible 
for our Government thus coolly to ignore 
the existence of its own solemn treaties, 
j I t must stand by its own voluntary en­ 
gagements, or if it sees reason for chang­ 
ing its foreign policy, it must declare its 
intentions frankly, and state why it pro­ 
poses to withdraw from its previous en­ 
gagements. 
In the present case the inter­ 
ests of the United States in the Panama 
Canal are undoubtedly great, though we 
do not agiee with the position th at they 
are so very much greater than those of ail 
the rest of 
the world as to w arrant 
us in insisting upon an exclusive pro­ 
tectorate. 
W e think, moreover, th at a 
country which intends to take-so haughty 


and domineering a position onght to have 
the means of backing its strong words 
by as strong deeds ; 
and this power 
the 
United 
States 
does 
not 
pos­ 
sess at the present time. 
To claim an 
exclusive protectorate therefore is to make 
a demand which cannot be enforced, and 
which, unless it is granted as by the good 
will of the other powers, will not be ac­ 
corded at all. 
As regards the Clayton- 
Bulwer 
treaty, it is evident th at Mr. 
Blaine has got himself into a very embar­ 
rassing position, for, as the Nation observes, 
“ if, in reply to his dispatch, England or 
“ any foreign government inquires how bis 
“ statem ent of the position of the United 
“ States can be reconciled with the provis­ 
i o n s of th at instrum ent, he will have no 
“ answer to make 
and in all probability 
the country will be driven to withdraw 
from the Clayton-Bulwer treaty in a man­ 
ner which will reflect no credit npon the 
State Department, if it does not entangle 
us in seriouB difficulties with England. 


PAGE, SPAULDING Ac CO. 


The Examiner the other day published 
w hat purported to be an interview with 
Mr. Spaulding, in charge of the Sub-Treas­ 
ury of the United States at San Francisco, 
concerning his removal of several office­ 
holders in the Snb-Treasnry w ithout cause. 
According to the Examiner Mr. Spaulding 
denied th at he had been compelled to 
make 
these removals 
by Congressman 
Page, but maintained th at he had a perfect 
right to make a clean sweep on going into 
office, though he adm itted th at none of the 
removals referred to had been made for 
cause. 
Of course this is a preposterous 
theory. 
I t is the old familiar spoils theory 
over again, bnt it derives new offensiveness 
from the fact th at it is put forward under 
the mark of Civil Service reform. 
The 
Examiner might perhaps have invented 
some of its alleged interview, but it could 
hardly have ventured to fabricate the letter 
which it prints a copy of, from Secretary 
Windom to “ The Assistant Treasurer of 
“ the U nited States, San Francisco, Cal.,” 
and in which Congressman Page is referred 
to as having commnnicated to the De­ 
partm ent “ why the changes recommended 
“ in yonr letter should be carried into 
“ effect,” and in which the obliging Secre­ 
tary goes on to say that “ theEe reasons 
“ being deemed sufficient,” the nominations 
which follow are approved. 
Now it is, we 
think, evident from this letter th at Con­ 
gressman Page has been asking the removal 
of officials against whom no charges had 
been preferred, and that he has sought to 
remove these persons, and to put in others 
of his selection, not at all in the interest 
of his constituents, not at all because he 
believes th at the public service will be 
carried on better, but solely because he 
thinks he can strengthen his position and 
improve his personal prospects, by making 
these changes. 
And thus we see that 
firsLPage, and then his appointee, Spauld­ 
ing, undertake to make use of the United 
States Treasury precisely as though it were 
their private property, and reward their 
friends out of the 
public 
funds with 
a perfect indifference to the claims of the 
country. 
This is the spoils system in its 
most impudent and revolting aspect, and 
it is necessary that the public should un­ 
derstand how these things- are done. 
I t 
is by this indecent and shameless traffic 
in public offices th at men who have no per­ 
sonal fitness to recommend them, and who 
are not intelligent or able enough to pro­ 
tect the interests of their constituents, 
seek to maintain themselves in Congress 
in defiance of the popular will. 
That kind 
of usurpation, however, has been carried 
too far, and the people will no longer 
tolerate it. 
Mr. Page would do better to 
try and demonstrate his right to the posi­ 
tion he holds, to the satisfaction of his con­ 
stituents, than to manufacture material 
wherewith to pack conventions, while in­ 
juring the public service for his selfish ends. 


W ASTED 
SYM PATHY. 


A great deal of unnecessary gush has 
been wasted over the fact th at there are 
several boys in the State Prison. I t has not 
occurred to one of the papers and persons 
indulging in this cheap sentiment that 
until they learn something of the character 
of these boys they cannot form a rational 
judgment about them. 
The truth is that 
age in these relations is net necessarily of 
any significance. 
There are thousands of 
boys of fifteen who are older in vice than 
other thousands of men of thirty. 
There 
may easily be boys of fifteen who are more 
hardened and irreclaimable than half the 
convicts of forty in the State Prisons. 
To 
say how old a criminal Í3 really conveys 
very little information. 
The presumption, 
however, is, th at none but incorrigible 
young rascals would have been sent to the 
State Prison, and we expect that the pre­ 
sumption is in accordance with the facts. 
It is the veriest nonsense to exclaim against 
the sending of 
“ boys ” 
to the 
State 
Prison, on no other ground than that 
they are boys. 
The Industrial School and 
the House of Correction at San Francisco 
contain scores of quite young boys who 
are 
competent 
to 
teach 
half 
tho 
old convicts at San Quentin new wiik- 
edness. 
The children 
of 
the 
street 
acquire experience very rapidly. 
Their 
education is finished long before more for­ 
tunate boys are sent to college. 
And it is 
the experience of all large prisons that 
these boys are iuvariably the most refract­ 
ory and intractablo of criminals. 
They 
are far more reckless than the men, more 
mischievous, and less amenable to reason. 
Their youth is no evidence to their char­ 
acter. 
Boys of this kind are for the most 
part utterly irreclaimable. 
They take a 
positive pride in criminal careers. 
They 
have no higher ambition than to be a cele­ 
brated thief or burglar or highwayman. 
They are deaf to all the ordinary means of 
addressing embryo criminals. 
They are in 
fact as completely veterans in crime as 
though they had become gray in it. 
To 
denounce the sentencing of boys to the 
State Prison without knowing whether 
this is the kind of boys concerned, can 
only bring ridicule and confusion upon our 
gushing contemporaries. 
I t by no means 
follows th at all boys are too pure to be 
associated with adult felons. In fact there 
are many felons at San Quentin who would 
have the most to fear from being associated 
with many boys of the class we have de­ 
scribed.

TH E 
COMMUNISM 
OF 
TH E LAND ACT. 


When we hear it raid that the farmers 
of Ireland would do well not to accept the 
Land Act, and when it is spoken of as an 
imperfect and unsatisfactory concession, 
we feel it necessary to point out th at this 
law is the most revolutionary and com­ 
munistic measure the world has seen dur­ 
ing the Christian era. 
I t is also proper to 
state th at there is nothing like it in the 
U nited S tat;s, and th at it ia based npon 
principles which, if proposed in this re­ 
public, would be at orce denounced aa 
atriking at the v^ry lo .t? of society. 
Our 
Constitution expreaaly prohibits the enact­ 
ment of any law impairing the obligations 
of a contract. 
A copy of the Irish Land 


Act would therefore be inadmissible here, 
for th at law docs unquestionably impair 
the obligation of contracts. 
In fact it 
wrests from the land-owner a large share 
of 
his. ownership, 
and undertakes 
to 
fix for him the usufruct of his prop­ 
erty. 
The 
separation 
of 
ownership 
and 
control 
has 
here 
been 
carried 
farther than has ever been attem pted in 
the United States, and the only parallel 
instance, as regards the principle enun­ 
ciated, is the Supreme Court decision in 
the Chicago Elevator cases. 
Destructive 
as that ruling was in theory, however, it 
has never been applied in practice, and 
this is the great distinction between Ameri­ 
can and English communism. 
Mr. Glad­ 
stone has actually gone farther in practice 
than our Supreme Court did in theory. 
He has denied the right of ownership in 
land, and has created a Court which ap­ 
pears to have for its principal object the 
transformation of tenants into landlords, 
and of landlords into paupers. 
That this 
desperate remedy, which is very much 
like 
blowing 
up 
houses 
to 
stop a 
conflagration, will have the effect intend­ 
ed, we do not believe. 
Mr. Gladstone has 
certainly shown his willingness to wrong 
the Irish landlords for the sake of placat­ 
ing the Irish tenants, however, and it may 
well be asked, if this does not satisfy that 
class, what wilL 
I t is to be hoped that 
when the tenant fanners have all got their 
rents lowered, the tenant laborers will in 
tom be perm itted to take the benefits of 
the Land Courts, and th a t thus the m artyr­ 
dom of the land-owners may be repeated 
on the grade next below them, until the 
same even-handed jnstice has been dis­ 
tributed to all sides. 
The true test of the 
Land Act, however, will not come until a 
fair opportunity appsars for ascertaining 
its effect npon the value of land in Ire­ 
land. 


BISMARCK. 


A rumor of Bismarck’s intention to re­ 
tire from public life comes very appropri­ 
ately to cap the intelligence of the German 
elections. 
The voting has gone against the 
Chancellor's programme, and he finds him­ 
self with an insufficient backing in the 
Reichstag. 
I t is not the first time that 
this has occurred to him, and each time he 
has proposed the same course, though he 
has never yet followed it. 
In doing this 
he really manifests a sort of sub-conscious­ 
ness that a Prime Minister under a parlia­ 
mentary government ought not to remain 
in office after his party has been defeated 
at the polls. 
A M inister who feels him­ 
self under obligation to try to govern 
the country w ithout a parliam entary ma­ 
jority is from the very nature of the situa­ 
tion certain to employ arbitrary methods. 
It is impossible to take a moiety of the par­ 
liamentary system and a moiety of the au­ 
tocratic system, and join the two together 
in a working scheme. Either the parlia­ 
mentary 
requirement» 
will 
overcome 
the 
autocratic, or the latter 
will get 
rid 
of 
the 
parliam entary 
system. 
Prince 
Bismarck 
is 
always 
impelled 
to the latter course when he is beaten at 
the polls, but before he proceeds to govern 
without a ministerial majority he always 
offers to resign. 
If he were taken at his 
word, and if another German statesman 
were perm itted to take his place for a 
time, the change would, we think, be 
equally beneficial to himself and his coun­ 
try. 
As it is, he has grown into a belief 
that he ia necessary to Germany as no in­ 
dividual however talented ever was neces­ 
sary to a country, and therefore he thinks 
th at all systems and constitutions m ust give 
way to this imperative requirement. 
I t ia 
no more probable th at he will retire now 
than at any former time, but it is truer 
than it has been before th at he has lost 
ground in public confidence ; that his in­ 
trigues with Rome have brought him only 
loss; and th at his fantastic commercial 
and fiscal experiments have both injured 
the country and crippled him politically. 
Under the circumstances therefore he has 
a very difficult prospect before him, and a 
more timid man might well think seriously 
of final retirem ent at such a dispiriting 
juncture.— ■■■

V IR G IN IA 
ELECTION. 


The Readjusters have carried Virginia, 
and the Mahone faction is in high feather. 
The victory, however, is one of those which 
are worse than [defeats. 
I t has committed 
the Republican Administration to the sup­ 
port of immoral and dishonest financial 
doctrines. 
It has shown the Republi­ 
can members of the United States Senate 
in the most servile partisan attitude. 
It 
haB justified the belief th at Republican 
leader» are just as- ready as the Democrats 
to trade off principles for votes. 
The 
presence of such a man as Mahone in the 
Senate must have a distinctly mischievous 
effect, moreover. 
W hen either chamber of 
Congress ia practically controlled by one 
or two men of slippery, principles, national 
legislation degenerates into gambling, and 
bribery is employed on both sides with 
scarcely an effort at disguise. 
This sort 
of situation has occurred before, and we 
know what to expect therefore. 
All the 
consequences 
of the 
Virginia election, 
indeed, threaten to be disastrous to the 
morals of the Republican party, and though 
political managers do not think much of 
that kind of injury, they would know, 
were they a little more farsighted, that 
party supremacy is always ultim ately a 
question of superior morality. 
Let the 
Republican party sink as low in this re­ 
spect as its opponent lias done, and the re­ 
sult may easily be a Democratic President 
in 1S84. 
So far we see nothing in the 
Virginia election to feel happy about. 


DR. BOYNTON MAKES INCREDIBLE STATE­ 
M ENTS. 


A Kansas reporter appears to have ob­ 
tained from Dr. Boynton some statem ents 
concerning the case of President Garfield 
which the doctor will Lave to repudiate 
unless he is desirous of destroying his own 
reputation. 
He is represented as saying 
that the late President’s wound was not 
washed properly until the fifteenth day 
after its infliction, and that pyminia was 
the result of gross carelessness and negli­ 
gence on the part of Dr. Bliss. 
Now this 
is a charge of malpractice such asG uiteau’s 
counsel have been wishing for, but it is much 
more than a charge of malpractice against 
Dr. Bliss. 
I t is equally directed against 
Drs. A^new and Hamilton and Reyburn, 
and it is positively not credible that the 
firBt two of those gentlemen at least should 
have been consenting parties to any such 
gross neglect as Dr. Boynton alleges, or 
that they would have allowed themselves 
to take on trust the condition of their pa­ 
tient. In fact we do net believe that there 
is one word of tru th in the statem ent made 
by Dr. Boynton, bu t we regard it as a sour- 
rilous and malicious libel, which ought to 
damn the perpetrator in the estimation of 
all honest men, and in the eyes of the 
whole medical profession.

PRISON REFORM CONVENTION. 


Continuation of the Proceedings at San 
Francisco. 


In the Prison Convention, a paper pre­ 
pared by the State Prison Commission was 
read. 
I t recites th a t: 
F irst—Society is in some measure re­ 
sponsible for the ignorance and s-eakness 
of parents aB such. 
More should be done 
to enlighten them in regard to their duties, 
and to make them fee» h eir responsibility 
as parents to their children, to the world, 
and to God. 
Second—For not acting more completely 
in loco parentis (in the place of parents) in 
the care of neglected children, and supply­ 
ing the protecting agencies and the means 
of culture not provided by the parents. 
Third—For not keeping the young away 
from improper places of resort, such as 
those where corrupting amusements are 
provided, where liquor is sold, where evil 
examples are presented, where bad habits 
are contracted, and where they are ex­ 
posed to bad influences generally. 
Fourth—For not making better provis­ 
ions for tho industrial training of youth. 
Fifth—For not providing for more thor­ 
ough education of children, an education 
of the right sort, one better caculated to 
fit them for the duties of respectable citi­ 
zenship. 
Sixth—F o r. the failure to provide and 
put in operation means for the more effect­ 
ual suppression of gambling in all its forms. 
Seventh—For the extravagance already 
presented as one of the canses of crime. 
Eighth—For failure to secure the proper 
enforcement of laws for tha suppression 
and punishment of crime. 
N inth—For the lack of suitable refuges 
and reformatories for children, youths and 
young men. 
■ 
Tenth—For the neglect to build properly 
constructed prisons, to introduce into them 
the right systems of discipline, to separate 
prison management entirely from political 
influences, to secure the selection of prison 
and reformatory officers, with reference to' 
their known fitness for their dnties, and 
the retention of such, and only such, as 
prove their qualifications for their respect­ 
ive positions, regardless of influences of 
any kind and from aDy source. 
Eleventh—Failure to provide for the 
proper training of officers for prisons and 
reformatories. 
Twelfth—For the existence and present 
condition of the liquor traffic, which all 
acknowledge to be such a fruitful source of 
crime. 
G. H. Atkinson, of Oregon, contended 
that grading of convicts would necessarily 
interfere with the profits of prison labor ; 
bnt it would in the end prove profitable 
to the State and beneficial to the prison 
system. 
* A review of the Michigan system of pro­ 
viding for dependent and helpless children 
was presented by C. B. Randall, of Mich­ 
igan. 
This system provides schools and 
homes for children without protection. 
Dr. F. D. Elliot, of Oregon, spoke in 
commendation of the paper read by Mr. 
Randall, and related his experience as Su­ 
perintendent of the Industrial School in 
St. Louis, Mo. 
Mrs. Laura De Force Gordon followed in 
an argument favoring the investigation of 
the canses of juvenile crime, and urged a 
move earnest support of institutions de­ 
signed to save children from contact with 
crime. 
Rev. Dr. Briggs read the declaration of 
principles or platform prepared by the 
State Prison Commission. 
The paper ad­ 
vanced a theory for the elevation of the 
condition of prisoners. 
I t discountenances 
physical influence and advocates moral 
suasion for the government of prisons. 
Suggests that education should be com­ 
bined with industrial occupation to pro­ 
mote the welfare • of prisoners. 
Prison 
discipline to be effective m ust secure the 
co-operation of the convict. 
The extraor­ 
dinary inequality of the term s of service 
was denounced. 
The indefinite term, sub­ 
ject to extension of the time, is urged as 
better than set terms of servitude. 
Polit­ 
ical appointment of prison employees was 
deprecated as destructive of prison disci­ 
pline. 
The pardoning power should be 
more restricted; the Governor should be 
required to report all pardons to the State 
Legislature, 
and 
the 
reason 
therefor. 
Care should be taken that discharged 
prisoners are aided to secure work on 
their release from prison. 
The archi­ 
tecture and sanitary regulation of the 
prison should be all th at 
health and 
science require. 
The transportation of 
prisoners to the State Penitentiary should 
be by State officers instead of by Sheriffs. 
The laws on criminal insanity should be 
revised so as to insure the care of criminal 
lunatics. 
Parents should be made par­ 
tially responsible for the support of their 
children while in industrial houses and 
places of reformation. 
Capital and labor 
should combine to prosecute crime. Crimi­ 
nal capitalists should be prosecuted more 
energetically thau the mere operatives or 
employes. 
Education in the State should 
be made obligatory and compulsory. 
The 
declaration of principles was very lengthy. 
Dr. Levison favored a central head of the 
departm ent of justice as proposed iu the 
platform. 
He advanced the opinion that 
all Boards or Commissions 
were 
mere 
cloaks for wrong. 
He denounced the pres­ 
ent system of associating prisoners of all 
kinds iu the same cells iu city prisons. 
C. A. Murdock read a paper on child- 
saving institutions, and illustrated his sub­ 
ject with a historical sketch of the child- 
saving institutions in New York. 
A t least 
seventy per cent, of the children placed in 
these reformatory institutions have been 
saved from lives of crime. 
A quarter of a 
million of boys and girls have been res­ 
cued by these institutions in New York 
and Massachusetts alone; 3,700 boys and 
girls went W est to homes provided for 
them. 
Over 45,000 boys and girls have 
been provided with homes in the W est, 
and not five per cent, have gone back to 
lives of vagrancy and crime. 
By prevent­ 
ing vagrancy, these juvenile institutions 
have cut off one of the main sources of 
supply of crime. 
Mr. Baker, the Superintendent of tho 
Boys’ and Girls’ Aid Society, explained the 
theory and the benefit of arresting crime 
in youth. 
He said this is the proper way 
to save the city from hoodlumism and di­ 
minish taxation by the reduction of the 
number of juvenile criminals. 
Governor Perkins explained in relation 
to former remarks as to Judges who pe­ 
titioned him to pardon criminals, that he 
did not refer to Judges of the Supreme 
Court, but when he said they were Judges 
receiving SG,000 salary, he referred to late 
District Judges. 
Chancellor C. Hartson read a paper upon 
the “ Duty of the State to neglected chil­ 
dren and youth, and the best modes of pre­ 
venting the creation of youthful criminals.” 
Mrs. Cooper delivered an address upon 
the 
subject of 
“ Kindergartens.” 
The 
kindergarten is a 
preventive of crime. 
The 
kindergarten child is taught to be 
good, kind, moral and industrious. 
The 
child is the principal factor of this nation ; 
the hope of the world is its children. 
W e da not begin soon enough with our 
little children. 
Her argum ent was that 
if the State would devote more time and 
money to the establishment of homes for 
neglected little children, and giving them 
trades and kind, moral trainim.', there 
would be less use for jails,, scaffolds and 
criminal Courts. 
The Rev. Dr. P latt read a paper on 
“ Crime and Its Causes.” 
IJe argued that 
the character of a man was determined by 
the character of his house associations. 
The nneonvicted criminal has hope, the 
convict none. 
Society is. ever afterward 
his unappeasable enem y; it never forgets 
or forgives the crime. 
Once a convict, 
always a convict. 
TL'iS speaker argned 
that the world would never readm it a eon- 
vict back to respectability. 
The coavict

A C onstitutional Form o f G overnm ent— 
The Silk Guild. 
The City of Peking arrived at San Fran­ 
cisco from Hongkong and Yokohama Thurs­ 
day evening. 
On October 12th the Mikado 
of, Japan issued the following proclamation : 


IMPERIAL DECKLE. 
We, sitting on tin? throne which baa bee-i occu­ 
pied bv our dynasty for over 2,500 years, and now 
exercising, in our own name and right, all the 
authority and power transm itted to ua by our an­ 
cestors, have long had it in view gradually to estab­ 
lish a constitutional form of Government, to the 
end th at our successors on the throne may be pro­ 
vided with a rule for their guidance. 
It was with this object in view tin t,. in the eighth 
year < f Meiji, we established the ten ate, ami in the 
eleventh year of Meiji authorized the formation of 
Local Assemblies, thus laying the fornication for the 
gradual refr«rms which we contemplated. These, 
our acts, m ust convince you, our subjects, of our 
determ ination in this respect from the beginning. 
Systems of governm ent differ in different coun­ 
tries, but sudden and unusual changes cannot be 
made w ithout great inconvenience. 
Our ancestors in heaven watch our acts, and we 
recognize our responsibility to them for the faithful 
discharge of our high duties, in accordance with the 
principles and the perpetual increase oí the glory 
thev h are bequeathed us. 
W e there*. re hereby declare that we shall, in the 
23d year of Meiji, establish a Parliament, in order 
to carry into full effect the determination we nave 
announced ; and we charge o u r faithful subject* 
beariug our commissions to moke, in the meantime, 
all ivecessary preparations to th at end. 
W ith regard to the lim itations npon tho Imperial- 
prerogative and the constitution of the Parliam ent, 
we shall decide hereafter and shall make proclama­ 
tion in due time. 
We perceive th at the tendency of our people is tf> 
advance too rapidly, and without that thought and 
consideration which alone can make progress cndu> 
insr, and we warn our subjects, high and low, to bo 
mindful of Qnr will, and that those who may’ ad vo­ 
cate sudden and violent changes, thus disturbing 
the peace of our realm, will fall under our dis­ 
pleasure. 
We expressly proclaim tl is to our subjects. 
By command of His Imperial Majesty.

A special session of the State Board of 
Health was held in this city last evening, at 
which Dr. Henry Gibbons, Sr., President, 
Dr. W. R. Chinese, and Dr. F. W . Hatch, 
Secretary, were present. The minutes of the 
special session were read and approved. 
The Secretary stated that he had requested 
the call of the present meeting to consider 
matters in relation to the establishment of a 
quarantine for the railroad cars coming into 
the State by the Central Pacific Railroad. 
A t the last meeting of the Board a moderate 
quarantine Bystem was advised near Sacra­ 
mento, and the suggestion was approved by 
the Board, and referred to the City Board of 
Health. That body has since met, and fully 
indorsed the necessity of early precautionary 
measures against the introduction of small­ 
pox from Eastern cities. Subscquently to the 
special meeting of the State Board of Health, 
however, the question of quarantine has been 
agitated by the press and public, and the 
suggestion made that in the absence of any 
statutory law providing for inland quaran­ 
tine. the Governor might well assume the ex­ 
traordinary power of authorizing the Board 
to proceed at once to carry out such measures 
as, in its judgment, might be necessary to af­ 
ford protection. The authority for this action 
is well and forcibly stated in the communica­ 
tion on this subject received from the Gov­ 
ernor. By request of the Governor the Sec­ 
retary bad had a consultation with him in 
relation to the present state of facts regard' 
ing smali-pox, and the 
DANGER of its introduction, 
And it was agreed that a communication 
covering the ground should be addressed 
to him in 
an 
official capacity. 
This 
was done on Monday, the 8th instant, and 
the same day a reply waa received directing 
the State Board of Health to proceed imme­ 
diately to carry oat the measures suggested. 
In pursuance of this order he had made 
arrangements, subject to the approval of the 
Board, for an Inspector, had prepared a draft 
of specific instructions for his guidance, so 
far as he felt authorized to do so without the 
assistance of the other members of the 
Board, and had received the assurance from 
Mr. Pratt, the gentlemanly Superintendent 
of the railroad at this place, of the co-opera­ 
tion of the railroad authorities to the extent 
of their ability. 
About some matters the Secretary was in 
doubt. Should a car with all its passengers 
upon which small-pox was found be detained 
up to the ordinary incubation period of the 
disease ? If so, and this was certainly the 
only proper plan, how shall the passengers 
be provided for ? He desired an expression 
of the views of the Board upon these aud 
other questions in relation to the subject. 
The Secretary stated that he had appointed, 
subject to approval, Dr. E. C. Iihoads, of 
this city, as Inspector for the Central Pacific 
Railroad. He, at the same time, presented 
a letter from Dr. J. Manning King, applying 
for the position of Inspector. 
On motion, it was resolved that for the 
present no urgent necessity exists for the ex­ 
tension of quarantine on the Southern route. 
In this connection, the Secretary read a tele­ 
gram from Dr. J. P. Widney, of Los An­ 
geles, stating that an inspection of all cars 
entering that city had already been institu­ 
ted. 
INSTRUCTIONS TO QUARANTINE OFFICER. 
The Secretary read a draft of a letter of in­ 
structions which had been prepared for the 
Inspector. This was amended and adopted 
as follows: 
E. C. Rhoads, 31.1).—Dear Sir: You are hereby 
appointed Medical Inspector for the State Board of 
Health for the district between Sacramento and the 
State line near Boca, and the following general rules 
are published for your guidance: 
You will take a convenient position at some sta­ 
tion near the State line and inspect the emigrant, 
cars on their arrival, at the same time making in­ 
quiries of the passengers as to the existence of any 
sickness on board at the time, or as to there having 
been any eruptive form of disease among them since 
leaving Chicago. In this investigation valuable in­ 
formation may he obtained from the conductor aud 
other employes of the train. 
Should any case of small-pox be discovered upon 
any car, you will direct said car to be quarantined, 
or side-tracked, at a point suited to the well-being 
and comfort of the sick, and at the same time 
adapted to the convenience of the railroad com­ 
pany. It is desired that the work to be done should 
Be so ordered and conducted as to subject the com­ 
pany to the minimum of inconvenience consistent 
with its energetic and efficient discharge in the 
interest of the public health. 
The other passengers on infected cars should be 
transferred to another car, but not mixed with 
passengers on uninfected cars. You will examine 
them carefully to ascertain whether there are any 
unvaccinated persons among them. All such should 
be immediately vaccinated, making at least two 
points of insertion. You will also vaccinate all 
upon the infected car, and detain them for a period 
of twelve days from the date of their exposure to 
the disease. 
You will also inspect the express trains coming 
West, and satisfy yourself that no cases of small-pox 
were on board. 
In this examination the conductor 
and other employes of the cars will be of essential 
service to you. Should you be satisfied of the pres­ 
ence of small-pox, you will adopt the means just 
recommended for emigrant cars. 
If, upon itquiry, you find that any passenger 
upon a car has been sick with small-jox during the 
trip from Chicago, and has died or been removed 
from the car, you will consider such car to be 
infected, and proceed therewith in the manner 
directed for cars upon which small-pox has actually 
been discovered. 
When any car containing small-pox has been quar­ 
antined, you will aid the railroad authorities in see­ 
ing that the passengers thereon are well and com­ 
fortably cared for, and that the car, after the recov­ 
ery or removal of the sick, is thoroughly disinfected 
according to the rules laid down in the general in­ 
structions for disinfection issued by the State Board 
of Heahh. 
You will be expected to keep a record of cars 
quarantined, cases of emall-pox discovered, and 
\accinations and revaccinations performed, and of 
every other proceeding under the duties assigned 
you, and to report the same in writing to the Secre­ 
tary of the State Board of Health at least every 
third day. 
The duties to which you are assigned are impor­ 
tant yet delicate, and the State Board of Health 
trusts to your discretion and good judgment so that 
they be exercised with prudence, and with an en­ 
deavor to disarm opposition by a courteous and 
dignified appeal to reason, and the demonstration of 
the necessity offthe measures adopted rather than 
by the exhibition of arbitrary authority.

After a general discussion of the subject, 
and of the means at the disposal of the Board 
for carrying out an effective quarantine, and 
certain verbal instructions for the Inspector 
agreed upon, the Board adjourned subject to 
the call of the President.

CONCERNING THE SUNDAY LAW. 


Thus far no action taken in this commu­ 
nity relative to the enforcement of the Sunday 
law has been made public. Inquiry develops 
the fact that several citizens who favor its 
enforcement have met informally lo consult 
regarding it, and thafc it is proposed next 
week to make an open movement. I t is not 


licitalion to interest ail classes in the matter, 
and secure* the desired end by amicable 
means. It ia understood that about all of 
the proprietors of the better class of saloons 
favor closing on Sunday ; that all the leading 
merchants are anxious to have the law op­ 
erate uniformly, and that those who are 
likely to oppose the plan are greatly in the 
minority, and are by no means the influ­ 
ential class. 
It is proposed to ask the mer­ 
chants, leading liquor-sellers, grocere and cit­ 
izens generally to sign an agreement that 
business shall cease on Sunday, and to insist 
npon the visitation of the penalties of the law 
upon those who refuse to obey it. Geo. B. 
Katzenstein, the official head of the Inde­ 
pendent Order of Good Templars, the rep­ 
resentative temperance body in the United 
States, was asked if the temperance organi­ 
zations here proposed to act. He replied 
that he thought they would not as organiza­ 
tions, but their members would join in the 
movement to secure uniform observance of 
the law. He was asked if the Order had not 
issued circulan upon the subject. 
He replied 
that it had. The circular is as follows :

To the Good Templars of California: The follow­ 
ing statement of the provisions of the Penal Code 
of this State in reference to the sale of intoxicating 
liquors has been prepared and published for the 
benefit of those to whom such information is not 
conveniently accessible. 
Appreciating the necessity and value of such a 
publication, we think it most expedient to avail our­ 
selves of this opportunity of transmitting the same 
to you. 
It is unanimously and earnestly recommended 
that this entire circular should be read, at the 
proper time, m open Lodge, so that every member 
may be advised of what laws are in actual force 
upou this subject. 
Every law upon this subject, enforced, is a step in 
advance. 
We can scarcely claim the right to more 
stringent laws as long as we permit those in exist­ 
ence to be violated without complaint. 
While it is inexpedient for any Lodge of Good 
Templars, as such, to institute or cause to be insti­ 
tuted any proceedings for a violation of these laws, 
yet it is the duty of every Good Templar, as well as 
the duty of every other citizen, to employ every 
lawful means to secure their rigid enforcement, and 
particularly those in regard to the Christian Sab­ 
bath. Every violation of these laws is a crime, and 
punishable as such. 
No reason can be urged in behalf of a saloon­ 
keeper who violates these laws that caneot be urged 
with equal force in behalf of any other criminal who 
violates other provisions of the criminal code. 
Drink is the parent of idleness and poverty; the 
Life of the gambling-house and the brothel; it en­ 
tails disease and lowers the tone of publie health, 
and after it has worked ruin in one generation, 
hands down to the next a weakened and demoralized 
stock as a heritage of evil; it annnalizes and de­ 
grades the moral nature; it takes the bread, the 
clothes, the luxuries which give joy and happiness 
to the wife and little oues of the laboring man, the 
earnings which might ha\e been saved, pleasures it 
might have bought; it steals away the flowers of 
beauty which adorn the home of plenty, smothers 
with sighs the sound of music, makes the fire to go 
out upon the hearth, and the light of hope to fade 
from the soul. 
Three-fourths of all pauperism and crime in this 
State are produced by the sale and use of intoxi­ 
cating liquor. The business of the saloon-keeper an­ 
tagonizes all the best interests of the State, the 
church and society, and the few restrictions placed 
upou it should be enforced without hesitation or 
compromise. 
In doing this we shall do no more than our obvious 
moral and Christian duty, and thereby assist in cre­ 
ating a just and merciful public sentiment, which 
shall finally put an end to the manufacture and sale 
of intoxicating drinks.

BUCKWHEAT.—Buckwheat, as human 
food, is almost peculiarly American. This 
is the more surprising, since it has been 
known from the most ancient times, is 
among the most easily cultivated and fruit­ 
ful of food products, suited to all temper­ 
ate climates, and admirably well to the 
densely populated and exhausted lands of 
Great Britain and Kuropc. Its native 
country is uncertain, but generally sup­ 
posed to be Asia, from which it is said to 
have been introduced by the Moors into 
Spain, and thence to have extended over 
Europe. Its English name is derived from 
the German luekweizen—from its resem­ 
blance to the seed ol the beecu tree. In 
France it is called ble ¿arrasen, or saracen 
wheat. It is considerably cultivated in 
France as food for cattle and poultry, but 
very little for humau food. In England it 
is principally cultivated for feeding pheas­ 
ants and other game. 
When used for 
human food, according to English writers, 
it is usually consumed as hasty pudding or 
pottage. Being “ devoid ol gluten,” 1’avy 
tells us, " it does not make proper bread.” 
But Johnston (Chemistry of Common Life) 
states that " buckwheat flour is about as 
nutritious as English wheaten flour, and 
makes excellent cakes, whiob, when esten 
hot with maple honey in the backwoods of 
America, are really delicious ” This author 
had evidently traveled. The fact is, buck­ 
wheat ia quite as rich in nitrogenous ma­ 
terial (gluten) as the best English or any 
other wheat, contains less starch, more 
fatty matter, more mineral matter, and, in 
ahort, more of the essential qualities for a 
good winter food, thau any other bread 
grain except Indian corn.—[Sanitarian. 
T iif.re’s a V irtu e in W h istlin g.— 
An old farmer once said he would not have 
a hired msui on his farm who did not habit­ 
ually whistle. Ho always hired whistlers. 
He said he never knew a whistling laborer 
to iind fault with his food, his bed, or com­ 
plain of any little extra work he was asked 
to perform. Such a man Was generally 
kind to children and to animals in his care. 
Ho would whistle a chilled land into 
warmth and life, *nd would bring in his 
hat fall of eggs from the barn without 
breaking one of them. He found such a 
man more careful about closing gates, put­ 
ting up bars, and seeing that the nuts on 
his plow were all properly tightened before 
he took it into the field. He never knew 
a whistliDg hired man to beat or kick a 
cow or drive her on a run into a stable. 
He had noticed that the sheep he fed in 
the yard or shed gathered around him as 
he whistled, without fear. He never had 
employed a 
whistler who was 
not 
thoughtful and economical.

OUR DRAMATIC NOTES. 


Household Hints. 
A nts.—Red ants may be banished from 
a pantry or store-room by strewing the 
«helves with a small quantity of cloves, 
either whole or ground. We use the 
former, as they are not so likely to get 
into the food placed upon the shelves. 
The cloves should be renewed occasionally, 
as after a time they lose their strength and 
efficacy. 
F a r it for A ll.—Nursing women are 
of tin forbidden to eat acids, or acid fruits, 
lest the milk should turn sour. Vegetable 
acids, as soon as they are taken up into 
the blood, are converted into alkaline car­ 
bon long before they reach the milk glands, 
therefore their acidity is destroyed. In­ 
stead of being avoided, ripe fruits in mod­ 
eration are extremely desirable as articles 
of food for nursing women. 
Corns.—Mr. Ger/.ow, a Russian apothe­ 
cary, recommends the following as a sure 
remedy for corns, stating that it proves 
effective within a Bhort time, and without 
causing any pain : Salicylic acid, 30 parts ; 
extract of cannabis indica, 5 parts; col­ 
lodion, 240 parts. To be applied by means 
of a camel’s hair pencil. 
W ritin g O ver P encil M arks.—Having 
occasion to rewrite in ink a large number 
of names inserted in pencil in a manu­ 
script, I found the easiest and most 
economical way was to write over the 
pencil names and erase with rubber after­ 
wards, thus saving a wonderful amount 
of time and improving the appearance of 
the manuscript. This may not be a new 
idea, but I think is worthy of attention. 
Receipts 
• 
Uorn Ca k e.—One teaspoonful of cream 
tartar, one tablespoonful of sugar, a little 
salt, one tablespconful of melted lard or 
butter, one egg, half a tea3poonful of soda 
dissolved in a cup of milk ; thicken to a 
batter with equal parts of corn meal and 
wheaten flour. This quantity is enough 
for three persons. 
H o r se-R a d ish V in e g a r.—Quarter of a 
pound of scraped horse-radish, one ounce 
of minced chalot, one drachm cayenne, one 
quart vinegar ; put all in a bottle, shake 
well every day for two weekB; when 
thoroughly steeped, strain and bottle, and 
it is ready for use. This ¡3 made best in 
September or October, as horse-radish is 
best then, and is a nice relish for meat. 
R u e for I nv a lid s.—Put an ounce of 
Carolina rice, which has been carefuBy 
washed in two waters, into a deep plate, 
with half an ounce of strong beef tea, and 
let it soak twolvo hours. Bake forty min­ 
utes in a quick oveD, adding more beef tea 
from time to time ; add a third or a pint of 
boiled milk, into which an egg has been 
beaten ; season with a little salt and pep­ 
per, and bake an hour. - 
Scalloped Oysters —Crush and roll 
several handfuls of soda crackers; put a 
layer in the bottom of a buttered pudding- 
dish ; wet this with a mixture of the oys­ 
ter liquor ; next a layer of oysters sprinkled 
with salt, pepper and small bits of butter ; 
then another layerof the moistened crumbs; 
then a layer of oysters and spice, and so on 
till the dish is full. Let the top layer be 
crumbs. Stick bits of butter thickly over 
it,and, for at wo-quart dish full, pour over 
a couple of glasses of wine. Bake half an 
hour and serve hot. 
Baked Sweetbreads.—Let your sweet­ 
breads lie in warm water for an hour; 
then put them into boiling water and let 
them cook gently for ten minutes. Take 
them out and drain them ; beat up an egg 
and dip each sweetbread into it, then into 
bread-crumbs; repeat this. Then sprinkle 
them lightly with a little butter melted 
over the tiro ; put them into a moderate 
oven and bake them nearly an hour. 
Delicately toast some nice slices of bread ; 
dip them into boiling water in which a 
little butter has been melted ; place each 
sweetbread on a slice of the toast and pour 
around them a nioe brown gravy. 
C heese F rittkr.s.—Put about a pint of 
water into a saucepan with a piece of but­ 
ter the size of an egg, the least bit of 
cayenne and plenty of black pepper. 
When the water boils throw gradually into 
it sufficient flour to form a thick paste, then 
take it off the fire and work into it about 
a quarter ol a pound of grated Parmesan 
cheese, and then the yolks of three or four 
eggs, and the whites of two beaten up to a 
frotb. Let the paste rest for a couple of 
hoars, aud proceed to fry by dropping 
pieces of it the size of a walnut into plenty 
of hot lard. Serve sprinkled with very 
due salt. 
T hanksgiving T urkey.—Clean the tur­ 
key, rub the inside with an onion, or rinse 
it thoroughly with a pint of water, ia which 
a teaspoonful of soda is dissolved, then 
wash with clear, cold w ater; crush the 
point of the breast-bone with the rolling- 
pin ; this gives the fowl a fine round ap­ 
pearance. Truss it as you wonld a chick­ 
en ; stuff it with- bread crumbs, seasoned 
with pepper, salt, any sweet herb, and two 
or three ounces of butter; lay it in the 
dripping-pan, spot it with lard or drip­ 
pings, put three gills of water in the pan, 
and baste very often. When the breast is 
brown, protect it with a piece of paper. 
Boil the giblets, chop them fite, and add 
them to the gravy, which may be made in 
the dripping-pan when the turkey has been 
taken out. li there is too much fat, pour 
it off before putting in the giblets, and if 
too little gravy add water. Thicken and 
season to taste. Pour some of it around 
the turkey and serve the rest in a boat. 
Fried sausage or thin slices of ham, fried 
crisp, may be curled and laid around 
the turkey. Stewed cranberries or stewed 
apples should ba served with it.

TH3 GOODWIf LAW. 
The legislature Cannot Cut short Sen­ 
tences by E etroactlve Inactments. 
The following decision by the Supreme 
Court of the State of Nevada, recently ren­ 
dered, exactly meets the issue concerning the 
Goodwin penal commutation law of Califor­ 
nia, and to the woi kings of which the late 
Prison Investigating Commission called at­ 
tention in its report: 
Ex parte John R. Darling. [Opinion by 
Hawley, J ] Petitioner is hold in confine­ 
ment iu the State Prison under a commit­ 
ment, issued ou the 16th day of November, 
1872, ordering him to be imprisoned for the 
term of ten years. 
He claims that he is entitled to his dis­ 
charge under the amended Act “ for the gov­ 
ernment of the State Prison ” (approved 
March 1, 1981), which provides tnat every 
convict faithfully performing such labor as 
may be required of him by the rules and reg­ 
ulations of the prison ‘‘shall be allowed 
from bis term, instead and in lieu of the com­ 
mutation heretofore allowed by law, a deduc­ 
tion of two months in each of the first two 
years, three months in each of the next two 
years, and four months in each of the re­ 
maining years of said term.” (3tat, 1881, 
109).The Act is in terms retroactive. It was 
evidently intended by the Legislature to ap­ 
ply to cases before, as well as after, the 1st 
day of April, 1881, when the Act takes effect. 
This is made clear by the language of the 
proviso: “ That of tboee prisoners entitled 
to their discharge at the date of the passage 
of this Act, by virtue of the provisions hereof, 
not more than one Bhall be discharged on any 
one day.” 
Is this portion of the Act constitutional? 
Does it not interfere with the judiciary ? The 
Constitution divides the powers of the Gov­ 
ernment of this State into three separate de­ 
partments : the legislative, executive and ju­ 
dicial. It declares in clear and explicit terms 
that ’* no persons charged with the exercise 
of powers properly belonging to one of these 
departments shall exercise any functions ap­ 
pertaining to either of the others, except in 
the cases herein expressly directed or per­ 
mitted.” (Con., Art. III.) 
The judicial power of this State is vested 
in the Courts. The trial, conviction and sen­ 
tence of prisoners who have violated the 
laws of this State are well-known judicial 
duties. Neither the Legislative nor the Ex­ 
ecutive Department can interfere with the 
Conrts in the exercise of these or other duties 
which pertain exclusively to the Judicial De­ 
partment. 
Section 21, of Article V., of the Constitu­ 
tion, creating a Board of State Prison Com­ 
missioners and giving to it “ such supervision 
of all matters connected with the State 
Prison as may be provided by law,” does not 
direct or permit the Legislature, under the 
pretense of regulating the discipline of the 
prison, to wipo cut aud destroy the previous 
sentences, or any portion thereof, imposed 
upon the prisoners by the Courts. 
The Legislature can only pass such Acts as 
are authorized by the Constitution. It can­ 
not infringe upon any of its provisions. 
It may be admitted, for the sake of the argu­ 
ment, that the Act w&9 framed and beneficially 
designed to improve tho discipline of the pris­ 
on, and that it would, if allowed to be carried 
into effect, produce that happy result. If so, 
this argument might have had some force 
with the frameis of the Constitution had it 
been presented ; but it is not entitled to any 
weight with us if the Constitution is, as we 
think it is, clear and explicit. 
We have only to deal with the question of 
power. We have nothing todo with the wis­ 
dom or expediency of the statute. 
Wo are of opinion that the Act in question, 
in so far ¡is it attempts to commute any por­ 
tion of the sentence imposed by the Courts 
prior to the time the Act took effect, is inop­ 
erative and void, because it interferes with 
the judiciary. 
A similar law was declared unconstitu­ 
tional by the Supreme Court of Pennsylva­ 
nia. and for the same reasons. The Court, 
in passing upon this question, said : “ The 
whole judicial power of the Commonwealth 
is vested in Courts. Nat a fragment of it 
belongs to the Legislature. The trial, con­ 
viction and sentencing of criminals are judi­ 
cial duties, and the duration or period of the 
sentence is an essential part of a judicial 
judgment in a criminal record. Can it be 
reversed or modified by a Board of Prison 
Inspectors acting under legislative authority ? 
If it can, what judicial decree is not exposed 
to legislative modifications ? From what judi­ 
cial sentence may not the Legislature direct 
‘ deductions ’ to be made if this Act be con­ 
stitutional? What they may do indirectly 
they may do directly. If they may authorize 
boards of inspectors to disregard judicial sen­ 
tences, why may they not repeal them as fast 
as they are pronounced, and thus assume the 
highest judicial functions? 
“ It is to be observed that these questions 
have no reference to the power of the Legis­ 
lature to prescribe a general rule of law that 
shall be inconsistent with a previous judicial 
decree. Such a rule, when it operates on 
future cases and not retrospectively, is quite 
legitimate. Their power to legislate in that 
manner is not to be doubted. But under the 
Act in question the good conduct of a par­ 
ticular individual, uuder judicial sentence, is 
to work out for him an abatement of a part 
of his sentence. In respect to one of the re­ 
lators who was convicted and sentenced be­ 
fore the law was passed, it is coneidered very 
clear that it is a legislative impairing of au 
existing legal judgment.” (Commonwealth 
vs. Johnson, 42 Penn. St., 44S )

Joseph Bara’s father was a wood ranger 
on the Palaiseau estate of the Coqdes, and 
his mother was a domestic in the chateau. 
She was a widow when her son, at the age 
of 12, enrolled himself as a volunteer. His 
head had “ taken fire ” at a patriotic meet­ 
ing where Carnot’s appeal for 450,000 men 
was read before him. The boy learned to 
play the fife and drum, and burnished the 
arms and cleaned the horse of a Major of 
Spahis who had fought in India under 
Bussy. This officer “ le petit tambour” 
followed to La Vendee. To harass and 
throw the enemy off the track, the Major 
often sent this little drummer running 
through the bocai/e to beat here and there 
the drum and sound the fife. Bara was one 
day surprised by a band of peasants. He 
wa3 a boy of delicate features and aristo­ 
cratic air. The Vendeans thought him 
some nobleman’s child who had been per­ 
verted, and told him that if ho would cry 
“ \ ive le Roi !” they would let him off. 
He answered by beating his drum. 
“ Are you deaf ?” roared a country brute 
who took aim at him. 
“ I’m a Republican,” replied the boy. 
“Ah ! young brigand, have a care ! Give 
up your drumming, aud, like us, cry ‘ Vive 
le Roi !’ ’’ 
“ Vive la Republique !” cried Bara. 
Twenty firelocks were discharged at him, 
and he fell dead. Horrified at the execu­ 
tion, the Vendeans lied. But some of them 
returned, picked up the corpse and respect­ 
fully bore it to the camp of the Blues. 
The Convention decreed a pension to Bara’s 
mother, and ordered that an engraving of 
the little drummer’s execution should be 
made and hung up ia every primary school 
to show what a child can do when inspired 
by a noble sentiment. 
Chenier, in "L e Chant de Depart,” al­ 
luded to Bara’s execution, and David 
(d’Angers), who found one of the engrav­ 
ings ordered by the Convention, chose his 
death as a subject for his chisel in 1S37- 
The statue at Palaiseau represents the 
youthful hero in the uniform of a hussar. 
A drumstick ba3 fallen from one of his 
hands, the other he still holds. The boy 
has been struck with the twenty bulléis, 
but the expression of heroic exaltation still" 
lingers on the delicate young face.

HAUNTED HOUSES. 
George Sinclair, Professor of Moral Phil­ 
osophy in the University of Glasgow, and 
afterward Minister of Eastwood in Ren­ 
frewshire, by the publication, in 1865, of 
his work, “ Satan’s Invisible World Dis­ 
covered,” did much to add to the terrors 
of Mary King’s close, by his account of 
apparitions seen therein, and recorded “by 
witnesses of undoubted veracity”—a work 
long hawked about the streets by 
the itinerant eellers of gingerbread. 
The last, 
or 
northern portion of 
the close, with its massive vaulted 
lower stories, was an open ruin in 1845 ; 
the south, or upper, had fallen into ruin 
after a fire in 1750, and was in that condition 
when a portion of the site was required 
for the west side of the Royal Exchange, 
three years after. 
It would appear from 
the Professor’s narrative that Mr. Thomas 
Coltheart, a respectable law agent, whose 
legal business had begun to flourish, took 
a better style of house in Mary King’s 
close. Their maid-servant was, of course, 
duly warned by obliging neighbors that 
the house was haunted, and in terror she 
gave up her situation and fled, leaving Mr. 
and Mrs. Coltheart to face whatever they 
might sec, alone. Accordingly it came to 
pass that, when the lady had seated her­ 
self by the bedside of her gudemaD, who, 
being slightly indisposed on the Sunday 
afternoon, had lain down to rest, while she 
read the scriptures, chancing to look np, 
she saw to her intense dismay a human 
head, apparently that of an old man, with 
a gray floating beard, suspended in mid-air, 
at a little distance, and gazing intently at 
her with elfish eyes. She swooned at this 
terrible sight, and remained insensible till 
the neighbors returned from church. Her 
husband strove to reason her out of her 
credulity, and the evening passed without 
further trouble ; but he had not long been 
in bed when he himself espied the same 
phantom head by the firelight, floating in 
mid-air and eyeing him with ghostiy eyes. 
He lighted a caudle and betook him to 
prayer, but with little effect, for in about 
an hour the bodiless phantom was joined 
by that of a child, also suspended in mid­ 
air, and this wa3 followed by an arm naked 
from the elbow, which, in defiance of all 
Coltheart’s prayers and pious interjections, 
seemed bent on shaking hands with him 
and his wife. In the most solemn way the 
luckless lawyer conjured these phaptoms 
to intrust him with the story of any 
wrongs they wished righted ; but all to 
no purpose. The old tenants evidently 
regarded the new as intruders, and others 
came to their aid, for the naked arm was 
joined by a spectral dog, which curled it­ 
self up in a chair, and went to sleep; and 
then came a eat aud many other creatures, 
but of grotesque aud monsterous forms, till 
the whole room swarmed with them, so 
that the honest couple were compelled to 
kneel on their bed, there being no standing 
room on the tloor ; till suddenly, with a 
deep and awful groan, as of a strong man 
dying iu agony, the whole vanished, and 
Mr. and Mrs. Coltheart found themselves 
alone. Iu those days of superstition, Mr. 
Coltheert—if we are to believe Professor 
Sinclair—must have been a man of more 
than ordinary courage, for he continued to 
reside in this terrible house till the day of 
his death, without further molestation, 
but when that day came it would seem not 
to have been unaccompanied by the super­ 
natural. At the moment he expired, a 
gentleman, whoBo friend and law agent 
he was, while asleep in bed beside his wife 
at Tranent, ten miles distant, was roused 
by the nurse, who had been terrified “ by 
something like a cloud moving about the 
room.” Starting up withjthe lirst instinct 
of a Scot, in those days, he seized his 
sword to defend himself, when “ the some­ 
thing” gradually assumed the face and 
form of a man, who looked at him pale 
and ghastly, and in whom he recognized 
his friend Thomas Coltheart. “Are you 
dead, and if ¡.o, what is your errand ?’’ he 
demanded, despite his fears, on which the 
apparition shook its head twice and melted 
away. Proceeding at once to Edinburgh, 
the ghostseer went direct to the house of 
his friend in Mary King’s close, and found 
the wife of his friend in tcar3 for the re­ 
cent death of her husband.—[Old and New 
Edinburgh.

P h il a d e l p h ia , November 11th.—The Led­ 
ger'* New York special says: The Tribune's 
Washington special this morning about 
Grant’s overshadowing influence in the new 
administration is generally regarded here as 
the first gun in the warfare which Blaine and 
the anti-stalwarts intend opening on the 
President. 
Your correspondent has seen 
Grant with reference to these several allega­ 
tions, and as a matter of pnbiic interest, not 
lees than of justice to himself and the Presi­ 
dent, it may be said that he denounces them 
as false and malicious. 
He says he has cot 
sought in any way to influence the President 
in the manner imputed to him ; that as re­ 
gards Chaffee, the latter was politically 
hostile to him at Chicago, and was never 
considered a Grant man, and as for intimate 
financial relations with him, 
“ the fact 
is,” said the General, “ I have never been 
interested with him in any transaction to the 
extent of a dollar.” 
As to his wishing to 
have Blaine out of the Cabinet, Grant says : 
“ That is about the only truthful item in the 
entire indictment.” He wishes him cut be­ 
cause he believes he is not a fit man to ha 
there. The only arrangement of the diplo­ 
matic service that he is aware of is an ex­ 
pressed desire that the Eastern missions 
should be filled with special reference to the 
promotion cf our commercial interests in that 
quarter, a thorough knowledge of the peculiar 
requirements of which the General obtained 
in his j onrney around the world. If Young 
was urged as Minister to Japan it was wholly 
in the interests of the public,3^nd ths same 
motive operated in regard to Binghaim The 
insinnation in regard to Cramer tbe General 
characterizes as wholly baseless, and the 
statement that he insisted that Garfield men 
must be put out he denounces unqualifiedly, 
and with unmistakable emphasis, as an un­ 
mitigated falsehood. Grant at times spoke 
with considerable feeling, and gave your cot- 
respondent tounderstand that he was not ignor­ 
ant either of tbe motives of his accu-ers or 
of the source of their inspiration back of the 
accusations themselves, and he intimated that 
it might yet be a duty to himself and the 
President to publicly expose both. 
ilacVeafeh and tlic P resid en t. 
W ashington, November 11th.—Attorney- 
General MacVeagh came on from Philadel­ 
phia last night to eee the President, and re­ 
turned as soon as the interview, which^was a 
protracted one, was over. The talk is that 
the foresight of the President, in insisting 
that MacVeagh shall not retire from the 
Cabinet until there was a finality of the star- 
route prosecutions, has been abundantly vin­ 
dicated. 
A ttorney-G eneral SlaeVeagh's Story. 
P h il a d e l p h ia , November 11th.— Attor­ 
ney-General MacVeagh has returned from 
New York, where he visited President Ar­ 
thur. He stated to an Associated Press re­ 
porter to-day that the relatione between them 
had always been, and now are, of the kindest 
possible character. 
The statements pub­ 
lished to the contrary, including a pretended 
Cabinet scene, were sheer fabrications. He 
says the sources from which they originated 
were so well known, and they were so im­ 
probable on their face, that no belief of them 
was necessary, and the only thiog from such 
sources which could give him the slight­ 
est annoyance was praise, and that, he knew, 
he was in no danger of receiving. As to the 
misrepresentations of his position in the star 
route case3, he said that no proposition had 
been clearer to bim than that his own useful­ 
ness, either as a member of the Cabinet or as 
representing the Government in the star- 
route cases, was absolutely ended by the 
death of President Garfield. Any subsequent 
supervision of those cases by him was inevita­ 
bly calculated to give an erroneous impression 
that they were still being conducted by the 
past Administration rather than the present, 
and such an impression would be very injuri­ 
ous indeed to the case3 themselves. Such 
were his deliberate coavictiocs. Upon them, 
he said, he stood from the first, and upon 
them, of course, he must stand to the end. 
Oregon Hallway and Navigation Com­ 
pany—R eport of the President. 
Chicago, November lltb ,—President Vil" 
lartl, of the Oregon Railway and Navigation 
Company, has jnst issued his annual report 
to the stockholders. It is shown in the report 
that the company has during the past year 
completed 250 mile3 of standard-gauge road, 
and before January 1st next Mr. Viliard ex­ 
pects that fully 300 miles of new road will be 
completed and in active operation. There 
has been constructed 1,401 feet of Howe truss 
and 11,20S feet of trestle, and the large

river,

below Texas ferry. Ross Landing, is of an 
aggregate length of 1,415 feet, and is now in 
process of construction. All questions of 
right of way have been settled at a compara­ 
tively small cost to the company, and with 
scarcely any litigation. The right of way 
across the Umatilla Indian reservation on 
the Baker City line-was amicably settled at 
a council, by aa agreement oa the part of the

CHICAGO, November 11th.—A New York 
special says ; Patti, speaking of her recep­ 
tion, says": “ I must admit that I wa« disap­ 
pointed when I saw the hall not filled. I 
imagined that I was going to have a great 
house, in which there would not be a single 
seat unoccupied. But I noticed there were a 
great many empty benches. Another thing 
which struck me as odd was the appearance 
of the audience. I am accustomed in Europe 
to see the audience in full evening dress, but 
when I came out last night it seemed as if 
everybody was in walking costumes. I have 
heard a great deal of high prices since I came 
here, and I must say I feel very badly to 
think there are people who believe I am 
charging an exorbitant price for my concerts, 
and perhaps $10 may seem a large amonnt to 
pay for a seat; but Í3 if really too high when 
yon consider what is charged for entertain­ 
ments in the capitals of Europe ? In Milan, 
for instance, I get $3,0C0 a night, where I 
have no risk, where I provide no company, 
whore I simply go to sing. In Vienna and 
Paris I get the same compensation, and in 
London I receive $2,000 a night for the entire 
season. 
I intend to sing for $2.000 a night 
in London simply because it is for Mr. Gye, 
under whose management I have sung for 
twenty years in opera in London. 
In that 
city the nominal price paid for seats is twen­ 
ty-six English shillings, but tbe best seats in 
the house, I may say, command a great deal 
more. 
In Paris the nominal pnce for each 


seat is six dollars, and in Germany it is seven 
dollars. I don’t wish to be thought grasping, 
nor do I wish people to think I have come 
here simply to make money, for I assure yon 
I can make just as much or more money 
abroad. Of course I should prefer to have 
had the house filled, not alone because of the 
money it would bring, but primarily because 
I should like to sing before a large audience. 
I suppose you will be astonished at my talk­ 
ing of business, but since we are ‘talking 
shop ’ I will tell you that my house last 
night held $8,000.” 
•’ The R ailroad P rob lem .” 
W ashington, November 11th.—The re­ 
port on the “ railroad problem ” by Joseph 
Nimmo, Jr., Chief of the Bureau of Statis­ 
tics, embraces a large territory of subjects, 
including freights, charges, etc. He says the 
redaction in the cost of transportation on the 
railroads of the country generally is very 
clearly indicated by a table embracing data 
with respect to thirteen loading railroads. It 
appears that the number of tons of freight 
carried on the thirteen roads increased from 
45,557,000 tons duriDg 1873 to 78,150,913 
tons during 18S0—an increase of about 
71 per cent. The receipts from freight, 
however, 
increased 
from 
$112,004,648 
in 1873 to $143,388,178 in 1SS0, an increase of 
only about 28 per cent. This small rate of 
increase in receipts in proportion to the in­ 
crease of traffic was due to the fact that the 
average rate per ton charged on these thir­ 
teen railroads fell from $1 77 per ton per 
mile in 1873 to $1 07 per ton per mile in_1880, 
a decrease of 39.5 per cent. A Commission 
of experts is recommended for an investiga­ 
tion of the subject of railroad transportation. 
St. Lou!» and San F rancisco R ailroad . 
St. Locis, November 11th.—Captain C. W. 
Rogers, Gsneral Manager of the St. Louis 
and San Francisco Riilroad, received a dis­ 
patch this evening stating that the upper 
house of the Council of the Choctaw Indian 
Nation to-day passed the bill granting a right 
of way through the nation to that road, and 
that it was approved by the chief of the na­ 
tion. This insures the speedy construction of 
the St. Louis and San Francisco road from 
Fort Smith, Ark., to Paris, Texas, where it 
will connect with the Chicago, Texas and 
Mexican road, and also with the whole Texas 
system. 
The R esu lt lu New Y ork. 
N ew Y ork. November 12th—A. M.—The 
latest information received at the Republican 
State Committee rooms yesterday placed the 
majority for the Republican State ticket at 
12,722. These returns are complete, except 
from three counties, which are partly esti­ 
mated.

Slanged for M urder. 
F red erick (Md.), November 11th.—Felix 
Munshoar, convicted of the murder of his 
cousin, James A. Weetzel, in August, 1879, 
was hanged in the jaiiyard to-day. The time 
of his execution has been fixed three time3 by 
the Governor. He ascended the gallows with 
a firm tread, and died protesting his inno­ 
cence, repeatedly exclaiming that although 
guilty before God of many sins, he was inno­ 
cent of the crime whereof he was convicted. 
His neck was broken by the fall of six feet, 
and he died almost instantly.] 
F ayetteville {W. Va.), November 11th.—

The C onflagration at W o o d sto ck -F a rth er 
R ep orts. 
W oodstock (N. B.), November 11th.—A 
great part of W oodstock for the third time is 
in ashes.

About mid­ 
night the Mechanics’ Institute was found to 
be on fire. A heavy northwest wind was 
blowing, 
and 
in

few minutes 
the 
building was enveloped in flames. 
The 
engines were soon at work, but the fire 
seized W. F. Dibble’s and Benjamin Smith’s 
new residences, and they were burned to the 
ground. In the meantime flames burst out 
of Mayor R. K. Jones’ barn, a third of a 
mile to the windward of the first fire. The 
wind now seemed to blow a hurricane, and 
swept the flames on to Jones’ residence, then 
across the street, the tire spreading each 
way. 
Soon both’ sides of 
Main street 
were fiercely burning. 
The Free Bap­ 
tist 
Church, the 
old 
and 
new Epis­ 
copal churches and the Registrar’s office 
were wrapped in flames. Consternation was 
now on every face. The work of destruction 
was of short duration, the engine companies 
having stayed the flames at the Institute. A 
section of the fire department came across 
the bridge to battle with a greater and newer 
danger. The men were driven down Main 
street house by house, till at last on the street 
passing the new hotel they finally stayed [the 
devouring element. The fire swept Main street 
from Hugh Hays’to the Town Hall forten rods 
on each side, running down to a point at the 
river, ending with the residence of J. G. 
Allen. 
Some eighty houses were burned. 
Their occupants are now sheltered by the in­ 
habitants whose houses escaped the flames. 
The loss is placed at $80,000; insurance, 
$32,000. No lives were lost, but many per­ 
sons were injured.

do credit to a city of ten thousand inhabi­ 
tants. 
How their publishers manage to 
live and pay their debts is one of the mys­ 
teries of existence that we have never been 
able to solve. 
Some of them, we appre­ 
hend, have a hard time of it—can scarcely 
keep soul and* body together. 
They are 
too proud to beg, too houest to ste a l; and 
so they go on from week to week conning 
their brains into golden thoughts for the 
instruction of the young, for the promotion 
of the best welfare of their town, and for 
the edification of all. 
Stockton H erald: That the San Fran­ 
cisco Stock Boards have transacted com­ 
paratively little business for several months 
past, and every effort that is made to get 
up an excitement to create a boom in stocks 
proves a failure. 
In the meantime the 
bank3 of the State have been forced to re­ 
duce their rates of interest, and legitimate 
business enterprises are being projected 
which must add materially to the perma­ 
nent prosperity of the people. 
The results 
of stock speculations have been most dis­ 
astrous to a majority of those who have 
engaged in that business, and the develop­ 
ment of the latent resources of the State 
has 
been 
retarded 
by 
the 
mania 
for gambling, which 
has so generally 
prevailed among all classes of people. 
Tetaluma Argits : That we have become 
used to seeing the announcement made in 
California journals th at this or that bank­ 
ing institution Las been examined by one 
or ail cur Bank Commissioners, and found 
to be perfectly solvent. 
These announce­ 
ments may be, and doubtless are, satisfac­ 
tory to the general public, but to those 
who know that some members of that Com­ 
mission have not business education enough 
to enable them to understand anything 
about banking business, these reports sig­ 
nify little or nothing. 
If the cashiers and 
officers of banks are honest, and faithfully 
discharge their duties, all will be well, but 
if not, they can, in ninety-nine cases in a 
hundred, deceive the sharpest Bank Com­ 
missioners. 
Colusa S u n : That Colusa county is woe­ 
fully behind in the m atter of fruit. 
The 
soil and climate are unequaled. 
The price 
of land is below that of other localities less 
favored. 
From other sections of the State 
pears, grapes, etc., are shipped fresh and 
green te the Eastern States. 
In some sec­ 
tions fortunes have been made raising and 
canning apricots. 
As high as .$300 an acre 
has been paid for land near San Jose to 
plant to French prunes, and four crops 
has paid the money back. 
All these things 
will grow just as well in Colusa county. 
We are foremost in wheat—why not be 
foremost in fruit ? W eb ave the soil and 
climate. 
W hat else is lacking? 
Oakland Times: That the destruction of 
farming land and the obstruction of water­ 
courses are not the only evils—the effect 
of this controversy has been damaging to 
the good name of the State abroad. 
In­ 
tending immigrants are fearfnl that if they 
come and secure land it may be rendered 
worthless. 
A contest of this kind pro­ 
motes corruption in public matters, retards

It is reported that the Pacific Mail Steam­ 
ship Gompany will build new steamers to 
run between here and Panama, and between 
Aspinwall and New York. 
The trotter Kisdare, which arrived from 
Oregon Wednesday on the Columbia, died a 
few hours afterwards. Kisdare was valued 
at $11,000, and had a record of 2:224. 
Yesterday afternoon the taxes assessed to 
J, G. Fair were paid at the office of the Tax 
Collector. The amount received was $10,­ 
268 87, on real estate, and $42 44 personal. 
The steamer City of Rio de Janeiro left 
Acapulco on tho 9th for this port. 
She will 
sail for Hongkong November 22d, taking the 
place of the City of Pekin, hauled off for an 
overhauling and repairs. 
The Mongolian influx, instead of abating, 
appears to be on tbe increase. 
One thousand 
and twelve of these undesirable visitors ar­ 
rived by the China steamer Thursday, and 
distributed themselves throughout China­ 
town. 
On Wednesday afternoon the tliree-year- 
old son of Bradford H. Kelley, residing at 
No. 32 Russ street, fell from a rear balcony 
in the second story to the yard below, a dis­ 
tance of twenty feet, receiving injuries which 
resulted in death. 
The steamer City of Peking, which ar­ 
rived in port last night from Hongkong, re­ 
ports that the British bark Sumatra, in com­ 
mand of Captain Tribe, pnt back to that 
port October 3d with a refractory crew. She 
finally cleared for San Francisco October 12th. 
Dr. Jehn B. Hamilton, Supervising Sur­ 
geon-General of the United States Marine 
Hospital, has issued a circular which declares 
that applications for extension of hospital 
permits will not be required from medical of­ 
ficers in charge of relief stations of the first 
class. 
The British ship Thomas Stephens is re- 
Dorted to have arrived at Queenstown on the 
7th. 
As she did not leave here until July 
30tb, this gives her the trip in 100 days. She 
is an iron vessel of 1,559 tons, and took away 
44,800 centals wheat for account of Robert 
Sheehy. Better time has been made, but 
where one vessel scores 100 days even, 100 or 
more go the other side, and some by a long 
way. 
During the first ten days of November, 26 
wheat vesaeL were cleared from San Fran­ 
cisco. This is a ruuc’n larger number than for 
any corresponding period this seasou. 
From 
Jnly 1st to November 10th, both dateB in­ 
clusive, just 200 vessels were cleared with 
California wheat and flour. There are now 
87 ships in port under engagement to load 
wheat, and 22 more that will be taken as 
soon as needed. 
The Supreme Court has remanded Thomas 
Desmond, the Sheriff of this city and county, 
to the custody of the Coroner. Judge Halsey 
several weeks ago ordered the Sheriff to be 
imprisoned for contempt of Court in refusiug 
to obey an order commanding bim to deliver 
certain property to a receiver. 
Tbe matter 
was taken to the Suprema Court and the 
Sheriff admitted to bail on his own recog­ 
nizance in the sum of $100. He must now 
obey the order of Judge Halsey or go to jail. 
The Trades Association met Thursday- 
evening, in executive session. 
It was re­ 
solved to take immediate steps to unite the 
liquor dealers, wholesale and retail, the cigar 
dealers and every trade affected by the Sun­ 
day law, into one grand organization extend­ 
ing all over the State, which will be called 
“ The League of Freedom.” This body will 
offer an active resistance to the carrying out 
of the law», aud at’ the next election it will 
exact a pledge from all candidates fcr the 
Legislature to vote for a repeal of the Sunday 
law, making an acquiescence to its demands 
contingent upon its support. 
The organiza­ 
tion, it is thought, will be about 25,000 
strong, and will prove a potent factor in poli­ 
tic) next fall.
